REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Status of Disposition Parcels for 
Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 


(1) North 60 Feet of Parcel 12, Held- 
meyer Proposal—Mr. Zimmerman referred 
to the letter submitted with the agenda— 
dated, January 6, 1970, from Robert Smith, 
representative for Mr. Heldmeyer, to the 
Redevelopment Board requesting a 30-day 
extension of time to obtain financing (due 
to Mr. Heldmeyer’s most recent illness) ; 
a letter of reply—dated, January 12, 1970 
from the Director to Robert Smith caution- 
ing the developer of the importance of com- 
plying with the terms and conditions of the 
Contract for Sale of Land and requesting 
Mr. Smith’s attendance at the Board meet- 
ing for the purpose of answering any per- 
tinent questions. (Mr. Smith was unable 
to attend) 


Mr. Clay reported that he discussed the 
matter with Mr. Heldmeyer again and Mr. 
Heldmeyer assured him that he can arrange 
the financing at 914% interest; however, 
due to his illness, he has been unable to 
investigate the possibility of obtaining a 
lower financing rate. Mr, Heldmeyer has 
been cautioned several times regarding the 
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importance of complying with the terms and 
conditions of the Contract for Sale of Land 
and that January 28, 1970 was the dead- 
line. If the extension is not granted, then 
the Contract will be void. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa, that the 
Redevelopment Board recommend the Di- 
rector refer this matter to Legal Counsel 
for advice, 


Mr. Zimmerman was asked for an opin- 
ion and he replied, that after working with 
Mr. Heldmeyer for three years, and now 
we are up to the point of resolving the 
matter within 30-days, he would recom- 
mend that the Board concur in Mr. 
Heldmeyer’s request for a 30-day extension. 


The Board Members did not support Mr. 
Rosa’s motion and therefore, Mr. Ramey 
made a motion that the Redevelopment 
Board recommend the 30-day extension; 
however, in the event that Mr. Heldmeyer 
does not comply with the terms and con- 
ditions of the contract, the matter would 
be turned over to Mr. King, for legal 
action regarding the default of contract, 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Mr. Fink requested a progress report and 
he was advised that Mr. Clay is, and has 
been, in close contact with Mr. Heldmeyer 
and will follow through thoroughly and the 
results will be reported at the next Board 
meeting. 


Motion carried. Favored (7); Opposed 
(1), Mr. Rosa. 


(2) Parcels 2A and 3, High Rise for the 
Elderly—A meeting was held with the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, Housing Assistance Office, on Janu- 
ary 14, 1970 for the purpose of reviewing 
the Site Plans and Building perspectives. 
Those who attended were: Building In- 
spector, Bernard Elliott ; Housing Director, 
Marcel Elliott; Assistant Housing Director, 
Ronald Stonehouse ; Land Disposition Agent, 
Sam Clay; and Redevelopment Director, 
Richard Zimmerman — City of Lansing; 
Consultant, Carl Johnson of Johnson, John- 
son and Roy and the Developer repre- 
sentatives, Housing Development Company 
of Cleveland. 


As a result of the meeting, several sug- 
gestions were made by HUD as follows: 


1. To provide a turn-around space in the 
parking area. 


2. Change the location of the general office 
and the multi-purpose room to prevent 
conflict in traffic; separate office space 
from the living area; provide an exit 
from the multi-purpose room into the 
Court Yard and extend the wall. 


The purpose of the above report was to 
keep the Board informed of the activities 
that have taken place which relate to this 
parcel, and that a Second Conference will 
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be held February 9, 1970 when, it is hoped, 
that concurrence in the proposal will be 
recommended by Housing Assistance Office 
of HUD. A third Conference will be 
scheduled for the purpose of obtaining 
concurrence by the Urban Renewal Office 
of the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 


3) Parcel 12A and 13, MSPE Proposal— 
The Director reviewed the past history of 
the proposal submitted by the Michigan 
Society of Professional Engineers which 
was approved by the Board April 24, 1969. 
The MSPE is no longer represented by Mr. 
Little and they have indicated that they 
intend to select a different architect. They 
have selected Mr. Raymond Joseph as their 
attorney, 


A resume of the activities was compiled 
by Mr. Clay and read to the Redevelopment 
Board. This resume indicated that the 
Redevelopment Department has been in 
frequent contact with the MSPE for the 
purpose of advising them of the preliminary 
procedures prior to signing the Contract 
for Sale of Land and as the end result— 
transfer of title to the property. The Di- 
rector inquired whether it is the Board’s 
wishes to pursue the proposal, or termin- 
ate, it due to the developer’s lack of pro- 
gress. 


Mr. Hilley suggested that they be noti- 
fied of a time limit to show progress, such 
as, by their anniversary date of April 24, 
1970, or they would be asked to rescind 
their proposal. 


Mr. Hilley asked the Board members to 
express their opinion, 


Mr. Rosa: He would like to have them 
select their architect and be in the dialog 
stage within thirty days. 


Mr. Jessop: He would like an indication 
of concrete evidence of development plans 
by the end of the year (the anniversary 
date—April 24, 1970). 


Mr. Ramey: Recommended that if there 
is no action within thirty days, the Director 
should report to the Board at the next 
meeting, 


Mr. Fink: He concurred that the MSPE 
should be notified that they must show 
some progress prior to April 24, 1970. 


Mr. Fink made a motion that the Director 
advise the MSPE that they should indicate 
concrete evidence of progress within the 
next thirty days and that in the event 
that no progress has been made by the 
anniversary date (April 24, 1970) this will 
be considered a termination date. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


(4) Parcel 2, Reuse Appraisals — Mr. 
Zimmerman reported that a document is 
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being prepared for HUD approval, for the 
purpose of making Parcel 2 available to 
a private redeveloper. The current dis- 
position price for Parcel 2 was approved 
by HUD in 1967, however, due to the time- 
factor that has lapsed since HUD’s approval 
of the disposition price and due to the 
fact that additional uses, such as: Service 
Station and Supermarket, were not con- 
sidered within the previous disposition 
price appraisals, HUD is requesting that 
a new disposition price be established for 
the sale of Parcel 2. The Director stated 
that letters requesting proposals to ap- 
praise Parcel 2 have been mailed to several 
appraisers and recommended that a Real 
Estate Committee Meeting be held prior 
to the next Board Meeting for the purpose 
of recommending two appraisers. 


B. Vacating of Alley—(200 Block of 
North Washington) 


Mr. Main gave a brief analysis of the 
reason for vacating of the alley. Previ- 
ously the North 154 feet of the alley was 
vacated for construction of the Michigan 
Dental Building; therefore, it is required 
that the balance (South 242 feet) of the 
alley is to be vacated. The Planning Board 
will consider the request at their meeting 
next week February 3, 1970. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to rec- 
ommend to City Council that the South 242 
feet of the alley located in Block 97, 
Original Plat, City of Lansing, be vacated. 


Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


C. Demolition Contract No. 11 


Mr, Zimmerman requested Board recom- 
mendation to request Bids for Demolition 
Contract No. 11. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to 
recommend to City Council that the Director 
and the Purchasing Agent be authorized 
to prepare specifications and advertise for 
Demolition Contract No. 11, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87, which includes the parcels 
identified as: 


Parcel No. 6-6, 7, 8 and 9—318-326 North 
Washington Avenue 


Parcel No. 10-13—109 East Michigan Ave. 
Parcel No, 10-14—111 East Michigan Ave. 
Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D. Development Plan Change—Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


A copy of the revised Development Plan 
for Project No. 1 was submitted with the 
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agenda along with a memorandum outlin- 
ing the suggested changes. 


Mr. Main reported that the Planning 
Board has considered these changes and 
recommended approval, subject to the 
following conditions: 


1. A Public Hearing being held in ac- 
cordance with the applicable state laws. 


2. Approval by the Redevelopment Board 
of the City of Lansing. 


3. Concurrence in the proposed amend- 
ments by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 


4. The addition of the following language 
at the end of paragraph 4, page 6: 
“except that identification signs may 
be suspended from marquees and covered 
walkways, provided that such signs shall 
be perpendicular to the building, centered 
on the marquee, and shall not exceed 
four (4) feet in length or eight (8) 
inches in depth, with the top of said 
signs being flush with the bottom of the 
marquee.” 


5. The addition of the following language 
to the proposed amendments to the ob- 
jectives for Block 10 as indicated in 
the addendum: After the words, “re- 
tail space,” add the words . . . AND 
SHOULD BE NOT MORE THAN ONE 
STORY. 


The reason for the change in Item 5 is 
that the proposal for Parcel 15 includes a 
two-story pedestrian bridge and the Plan- 
ning Board recommends a one-story bridge. 


Mr. Rosa raised the question, whether 
these recommendations are requirements 
or do they provide the opportunity. 


Mr, Fink stated that they would establish 
limitations, 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he would 
contact Daverman Associates, Architect 
for LARC) the First Block Developer and 
Mr. Callihan, representative of LARC, for 
the purpose of clarifying their plans and 
whether it will make a difference if the 
pedestrian bridge is two stories or one. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to rec- 
ommend to City Council that the Develop- 
ment Plan changes be forwarded to HUD 
for their approval, subject to the limitations 
of the one-story bridge connecting Block 
7 and 10 being discussed and confirmed 
with LARC and after HUD concurrence set 
up a Public Hearing for the purpose of 
eonsidering the Plan changes. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Mr. Fink stated that Mr. K. Black of 
the Planning Board, had raised this point 
(one-story or two-story) due to his concern 
for the aesthetics of the pedestrian bridge. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that prior to 
submitting the revised Development Plan 
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to HUD, he will contact LARC representa- 
tives and report to the Planning Board 
and Redevelopment Board. 


Motion carried unanimously, 


E. HUD Conference Regarding NDP 
Funding and Diamond Reo Appraisals. 


The appraisals of the Diamond Reo Plant, 
which were to be completed by January 26, 
1970, were received by the Redevelopment 
Department on January 20 and 22, 1970, 
resepectively, They were delivered to the 
Regional Office of HUD January 23, 1970, 
as well as being delivered to the review 
appraiser, Mr. Streukens. 


On January 27, 1970, Mr. Peacock, Mr. 
Padgett and Mr. Zimmerman attended a 
meeting in Chicago with HUD Officials for 
the purpose of reviewing the appraisals. 
HUD’s reaction was that... from January 
23rd to 27th was not adequate time to 
review the two appraisals competently. 
They were concerned about the difference 
of value between the two appraisals — 
Stoppert’s Real Estate Service at $5,100,000 
and Dean Appraisal Company at $4,080,000. 
They requested additional information from 
the appraisers. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that a meeting 
was scheduled for Thursday, January 29, 
1970, to meet with Diamond Reo Officials for 
the purpose of reaching an agreement prior 
to the deadline date of February 1, 1970. 


Another topie of discussion with the HUD 
Officials was the status of the NDP Fund- 
ing. Again, HUD Officials stated that ap- 
propriation of funds has influence on the 
processing of the application ... they have 
approximately 280 applications and esti- 
mate that 45 cities will be funded. 


HUD has indicated, time and again, that 
there is no problem with the NDP Ap- 
plication. Mr. Ramey also stated that Dia- 
mond Reo has indicated that they have had 
complete cooperation from the Redevelop- 
ment Department. 


Mr. Rosa asked if Model Cities representa- 
tives were included in the various plans 
and discussions. 


Mr. Zimmerman answered that he had 
talked to Mr. Kent Fuller, Model Cities 
Representative for this area, for the pur- 
pose of including him in the meetings at 
Chicago; however, he was not available.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


A. At the Board Meeting held December 
23, 1969, Mr. Ramey suggested an amend- 
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ment to the Rules and Procedures of the 
Redevelopment Board whereby a provision 
will be made for excused absences. The 
justification will be determined by the 
Board Members present. 


Each Board Member was notified in 
writing of the amendment more than five 
days prior to this meeting for the purpose 
of consideration, according to Section VI 
of the By-Laws. The amendment was pre- 
sented as— 


Attendance—Board Members shall be in 
regular attendance. In the event a Board 
Member is absent (unexcused absence only) 
from three (3) consecutive regular meetings 
or 25% of all Board Meetings during a 
year without a substantial reason, the 
Board may; by a two-thirds vote of those 
voting—a quorum being present—request 
the Mayor to remove the subject Board 
Member from office. 


An excused absence shall be for substanti- 
al reason, only, and shall be determined by 
a formal, approved motion of the Re- 
development Board. A member of the Re- 
development Board may request an excused 
absence by contacting either the Chairman 
or the Secretary of the Redevelopment 
Board. All other absences shall be consider- 
ed unexcused absences, 


Section II shall be changed to read:

Mr. Ramey made a motion that the 
amendment to the By-Laws be adopted, as 
presented. Supported by Mr. Rosa. 

Mr. Rosa, then, suggested that the request 
for the excused absences be made prior to 
the meeting. Mr. Ramey stated that he had 
no objection to this suggestion. 

Mr. Rosa made a motion to record the 


amendment to read, “An excused absence 
shall be for substantial reason, only, and 
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shall be determined by a formal, approved 
motion of the Redevelopment Board. A 
member of the Redevelopment Board may 
request an excused absence by contacting 
either the Chairman or the Secretary of the 
Redevelopment Board, pricr to the meeting 
in question.

Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Sign Control— 


Mr. Fink reported that the Planning 
Board recommended, by resolution, to the 
Redevelopment Board “that restrictive regu- 
lations with respect to exterior signs be in- 
cluded in the Urban Renewal Plans and 
that an effort be made to secure the volun- 
tary co-operation of the owners of property 
already sold with respect to the proposed 
regulations, and further stated that the 
Planning Board recommendations regard- 
ing the sign restrictions have been incor- 
porated within the proposed Urban Renew- 
al Plan changes which were discussed earl- 
ier on the agenda. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Rosa reported that the Model Cities 
Mid-Planning Statement is to be submitted 
this Spring. This will involve Urban Re- 
newal; therefore, he suggested that a mem- 
ber of Model Cities Staff be invited to 
attend the Redevolpment Board Meeting 
so that they may observe and be more in- 
formed. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he envisioned 
a comprehensive area of rehabilitation and 
there has been very little in the past. This 
would lead to additional staff to accomplish 
this goal. 


It was the consensus of the Board that 
the Chairman write to the Model Cities 
Director City Demonstration Agency) to 
make them aware of the limitations of the 
physical timing to achieve the goals and 
to invite a member of the Model Cities Staff 
and/or a member of Model Cities Policy 
Board to attend the Redevelopment Board 
Meetings. 
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HEARINGS OF DELEGATIONS AND 
INDIVIDUALS 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he has been 
concerned whether Lansing Community 
College’s Administration and Board of 
Trustees fully understand the problems that 
have been facing Urban Renewal Project 2. 
He is concerned about Project No. 2, as the 
delay has been due to lack of funding. 


Mr. McKinstry reacted by saying that, 
due to the fact that Urban Renewal was 
not able to proceed, the Board of Trustees 
have asked their architect to revise the 
Master Plan for the campus. They wish to 
construct the vocational-technical build- 
ing and the physcial education building. 
They would like to complete the campus by 
1975 or 1980 at the latest. Mr. McKinstry 
wished to convey the fact that LCC has a 
dynamic President and Board and this is 
often misconstrued as impatience. However, 
he assured the Board that they are very 
interested in Urban Renewal and the rea- 
sons for delay. 


Mr. Rosa and Mr. Zimmerman, both, em- 
phasized they are concerned that there 
is a continued policy of cooperation and 
communication between Lansing Commun- 
ity College and the Redevelopment Board, 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey that 
the Director extend an invitation to Presi- 
dent Gannon and the Board of Trustees to 
attend a joint-meeting with the Redevelop- 
ment Board in an effort to establish a better 
understanding.

Proceedings, February 12, 1970 





The meeting was called to order by Chair- 
man Hilley at 12:15 p.m. 


ROLL CALL

Guests in Attendance: Robert Black, 
Executive Assistant to the Mayor; Louis 
Adado, Councilman; Bruce King, Special 
Assistant City Attorney; Gregory Main and 
Fred Shoemaker, Urban Renewal Planners ;

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Request that the Board recommend 
authorizing the Mayor and City Clerk to 
sign the Feasibility Survey Contract be- 
tween the City of Lansing and United 
States Government (re: Diamond Reo)-— 


Approval was received from HUD, in 
October 1969, to submit a Feasibility Survey 
Application and enter into a contract with 
the appraisers to appraise Diamond Reo. 


The Survey Application was authorized 
by City Council November 10, 1969; the ap- 
plication was filed with the Chicago Office 
of HUD, November 13, 1969 and approved 
by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, December 8, 1969. The al- 
location to carry out the survey was $33,- 


000.00. Two appraisers were selected and 
the contracts executed with the completion 
date to be January 26, 1970. The appraisals 
were completed by January 22, 1970. The 
appraisers were paid from the City Account 
with the understanding that the city would 
be reimbursed upon the execution of the 
Feasibility Survey Contract by and between 
the City of Lansing and the United States 
Government. 

The Redevelopment Director just received 
the Contract Forms this week and as a 
result Mr. Zimmerman is requesting Board 
approval to proceed with execution of the 
contract to obtain funding. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop, that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council] that the Mayor and City Clerk 
be authorized and directed to execute Con- 
tract No. Mich. R-200 (FS) (A) in the 
amount of $38,000. This contract is by and 
between the United States of America 
and the City of Lansing, Michigan, for 
the advance of Federal funds to be utilized 
for appraisals to establish market value 
on the Diamond Reo Trucks, Division of 
White Motor Corporation. 


Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Discussion of the current status of 
funding for the Neighborhood Development 
Program. 


For informative purposes and to bring 
the Board up to date on the status of the 
funding for the NDP, Mr. Zimmerman re- 
ported as follows: 


1) On January 30, 1970 a meeting, 
scheduled on very short notice, was held in 
Washington, D. C. with HUD Officials for 
the purpose of clearing issues in funding 
for urban renewal in general and specifical- 
ly, Project No. 3. Those attending the 
meeting were: Mayor Graves and Mr. 
Zimmerman from the City of Lansing; 
Mr. Jack Adams, President of Diamond 
Reo Trucks, Division of White Motor Cor- 
poration; Edward Green, Attorney for 
White Motors; Undersecretary Richard C. 
VanDusen, Regional Administrator for 
a and Congressman Charles Chamber- 
ain. 
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At the meeting, Undersecretary VanDusen 
stated that HUD needs additional time to 
review the appraisals submitted on the Dia- 
mond Reo Plant and also additional in- 
formation from the appraisers, After this 
is completed, HUD will make a decision 
as to the amount of value they will place 
on the Diamond Reo Plant, If HUD’s value 
is acceptable to the City of Lansing and 
Diamond Reo, HUD will then fund Project 
No. 8. However, he further stated, that 
HUD would be unable to fund Project No. 
8 under the Neighborhood Development 
Program concept, due to the lack of ade- 
quate budget currently available for the 
NDP funding. The funding for Project No. 
8 would be made available to Lansing 
under the previously established conven- 
tional method. 


Mr. Zimmerman continued his report by 
saying that, up to this point, funding for 
all three urban renewal projects have been 
included in the pending NDP Application. 
However, in light of Mr. VanDusen’s com- 
ments at the Washington meeting regard- 
ing the lack of available funds. for the 
NDP, it is possible that Project No. 3 
could be funded under the conventional 
method while, at the same time, the fund- 
ing for Project No. 2 would remain un- 
resolved. 


The Director stated that he had met with 
City Council on Monday, February 9, 1970, 
for the purpose of advising them of the 
status of Project No. 2 funding. He further 
stated that he would continue to discuss 
with HUD an alternative solution for fund- 
ing of Urban Renewal Project No. 2. 


2) Another item of concern brought 
about by the results of the Washington 
meeting is .. . Lansing’s ability to provide 
sufficient non-cash credits for Urban Re- 
newal Project No. 8 under the conventional 
method of funding. Mr. Zimmerman stated 
that, for the pastweek, Mr. Peacock of 
his staff has been projecting the gross cost 
estimate for Project No. 3 and, in doing so, 
related that cost to the City’s one-third 
non-cash credit requirement. Although Mr. 
Peacock’s figures are purely estimated, it 
appears, at this time, that the gross project 
cost for Project No. 8 would be approxi- 
mately $17 million and that the grant re- 
quest for carrying out Project No. 8 would 
be approximately $12 million. This would 
mean that the City’s one-third share would 
be approximately $5 million. It appears 
that the City can only partially meet its 
one-third obligation in the following man- 
ner: 


The cost of the Washington Avenue 
grade-separation is approximately $1.4 mil- 
lion, and new streets for Project No. 3 
redevelopment would be approximately $2 
million. This would mean that the City 
would have, in the area of $3—3% million 
as potential for non-cash credits. The prob- 
lem is, “how is the city going to make up 
the difference between the anticipated non- 
cash credit $3%4 million and the required 
amount of approximately $5 million.” 
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Mr. Zimmerman stated that, at this 
time, he does not have an answer as to 
how the city will meet their one-third obli- 
gation; this would take further study... 
however, he wants to make the Board and 
City Council fully aware of this problem. 


Mr, Ramey inquired about the previously 
discussed excess credits, anticipated in 
Urban Renewal Project No. 1, and if those 
eredits would resolve the problem. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that the excess 
credits from Project No. 1 would primarily 
assist in financing Urban Renewal Project 
No. 2. 


In summary, he stated that the total 
amount of non-cash credit requirements for 
Urban Renewal Projects No. 1, 2 and 3 
were considered and that the deficiency 
in non-cash credits for Project No. 3, 
under the conventional funding method, 
are approximately the same $1.5 to $2 
million.) 


Mr, Adado asked about the possibility 
of considering schools. 


Mr. Zimmerman answered that this is a 
potential; it has been investigated and it 
may resolve part of the problem. There has 
been discussion on the Moores Park School ; 
however, Dr. Remick, from the Board of 
Education, was consulted when the figures 
were being projected for the NDP applica- 
tion and also Vilican-Leman included them 
in their study. At that time, Dr. Remick 
felt that no determination could be made. 


Mr. Griffin inquired whether there has 
been any discussion on this matter with 
LCC, and Mr. Zimmerman replied that, 
although, President Gannon understands, 
he is disappointed; however, Mr. Zimmer- 
man related to him that to answer now 
would be premature, he is merely trying 
to inform LCC of the events taking place. 
Mr. Gannon suggested that the meeting 
between the Board of Trustees and the Re- 
development Board should be delayed until 
that are more definite answers. 


3) Mr. Zimmerman stated that while 
waiting for an answer from HUD regard- 
ing the funding, we have been trying to 
anticipate and provide ideas to present to 
White Motors, in the eyent HUD deter- 
mined the value of the Diamond Reo Plant 
to be less than the $5.7 million. 


HUD Officials requested a meeting which 
was held in Lansing on Thursday, February 
5, 1970 for the purpose of supplying addi- 
tional information. Those attending were: 
Mr. William Rice, Acting Chief of Ac- 
quisition; Mr. Joseph Becker, Assistant to 
Mr. Kaiser and assigned to Lansing to 
assist in resolving the Diamond Reo prob- 
lem; Mr. Peter Vitogianes, Property Ac- 
quistion and Mr. William Rogers, Project 
Representative for Lansing. They toured 
the Diamond Reo Plant and also the In- 
dustrial Complex which was used by the 
appraisers as a comparable for an indication 
of value in the appraisa] reports. They 
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also met, in one-hour sessions, with each of 
the appraisers (Paul Stoppert of Stoppert’s 
Real Estate Service and R. Dean Nelson of 
Dean Appraisal Company). At the con- 
clusion of the meeting, Mr. Becker informed 
Mr. Zimmerman that they would arrive 
at a decision by Tuesday or Wednesday 
(February 10th or 11th). 


By Wednesday noon, Mr. Zimmerman still 
had not received any word from HUD; 
therefore, he called Mr. Kaiser, whereby 
he advised Mr. Zimmerman that they had 
reached a decision and a letter would be 
drafted under the signature of Mr. Francis 
D. Fisher, About 4:00 p.m., the decision 
was delivered by telephone ... in the 
meantime, Mayor Graves had scheduled 
a meeting with City Council) and a copy 
of the communication from Mr. Fisher, 
dated February 11, 1970, was delivered to 
City Council and also Mr. Adams of Dia- 
mond Reo, prior to 5:00 p.m. The City 
Council’s reaction was one of disappoint- 
ment regarding the decision by HUD as to 
the value placed on the Diamond Reo 
Plant. The Council requested that HUD’s 
communication be held confidential, for the 
time being. 


A meeting was scheduled immediately 
afterwards with Mr. Adams who had con- 
tacted Mr, Bauman, President of White 
Motors and other members of the White 
Motor firm, as well as Congressman 
Chamberlain who has worked very closely 
on the matter. Discussion continued for 
a number of hours, resulting in questions 
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such as: was this, in fact, the final deci- 
sion; if the Chicago office made the deci- 
sion, is it adjustable by the Washington 
Office? 


A copy of the letter, dated February 11, 
1970, from Mr. Francis Fisher to Mr. 
Zimmerman, which sets forth the value 
plaed on the Plant by HUD’s was distri- 
buted to each Board member and, in doing 
so, Mr. Zimmerman requested the Board 
members regard this letter as confidential 
matter. 


Mr. Zimmerman pointed out that the 
key wording to HUD’s decision was in 
Item (1) of Mr. Fisher’s letter ‘While 
both appraisers failed to support the value 
of the complex as vacant buildings without 
regard to occupancy to Reo Motors.” 


Upon completion of the report, Mr. Zim- 
merman introduced Mr. Fred Shoemaker, 


a new member of the Planning Staff, and 
Urban Renewal Planner. 


The meeting adjourned at 1:35 p.m.

2) The site under consideration does not 
meet this criteria due to the fact that 
access from Lake Lansing Road is pro- 
hibited because of the interchange ramp 
connecting UJ. S. 127 and Lake Lansing 
Road. Therefore, additional traffic would 
be introduced on Kerry Street which is 
considered as a _ residential collector 
street and is the only means of access to 
the site. 


3) It is generally considered more appro- 
priate to provide for a transition of 
uses rather than allowing unrelated 
uses adjacent to the common boundary. 


Therefore it would seem more desirable 
to retain the subject property for resi- 
dential purposes. 
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There is approximately 28 acres of land 
in the vicinity zoned commercial which 
would allow for the proposed development 
with minimum adverse affect on the exist- 
ing residential development. 


It is further pointed out that the site 
could develop with highway oriented uses, 
which would in turn introduce additional 
non-residential traffic into the existing 
residential area. 


The Board is of the opinion that there 
is an opportunity for the Township to en- 
courage a medium density residential on 
this site (6 to 9 dwelling units per acre) 
which would provide for a more compatible 
land use relationship. 


This recommendation was by uanimous 
approval of the Board.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


It was the consensus of the Board to 
waive the rules, for the convenience of 
Mr. Smith representing Mr. Heldmeyer in 
regard to his proposal, and consider Item 
No. 3 on the Agenda. 


Item A _ (8)—Heldmeyer Proposal — 
North 60 ft. of Parcel 12, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87—Mr. Zimmerman recalled that 
at the last Board meeting the deadline for 
Mr. Heldmeyer to submit a statement of 
Evidence of Finance was extended from 
January 28 to February 28, 1970. Since that 
time Mr. Clay has talked to Mr, Heldmeyer 
several times and written a letter of 
notification to Mr. Heldmeyer, dated Febru- 
ary 19, 1970, stating ‘“‘This leaves nine 
days in which to submit to the Redevelop- 
ment the evidence of finance or suffer the 
termination of your proposal and loss of 
the good faith deposit in the amount of 
$1,402.50.” 


Mr. Clay reported that, on the date of 
this meeting, he talked to Mr. Heldmeyer 
and received favorable comment that he 
intends to proceed with the proposal. Also, 
he and Mr. Richardson talked to Mr. La- 
Macchia, (a potential tenant in the Held- 
meyer Building) and he indicated that Mr. 
Heldmeyer has informed him that he will 
proceed with the proposal resulting in 
transfer of title by March 7, 1970 and 
anticipates that construction will start by 
May 1, 1970. 


Mr. Smith stated that he has talked to 
Mr. Heldmeyer subsequent to Mr. Clay and 
Mr. Richardson’s conversation and Mr. 
Heldmeyer related that he expects to have 
proof of financing by February 25, 1970 
. .. his reason for the delay has been due 
to trying to obtain a favorable interest 
rate. 


Upon request, Mr. King submitted his 
legal opinion, dated February 24, 1970, 
which outlines the recourse to be taken in 
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the event there is default of contract by 
Mr. Heldmmeyer. 


Mr. Zimmerman questioned Mr. Smith 
whether Mr. Heldmeyer fully understood 
that if he doesn’t show written evidence of 
finance by February 28, 1970 that he will 
be in default of contract and the City will 
retain the deposit. 


Mr, Smith answered that he assumed that 
Mr. Heldmeyer does understand the terms, 


Mr. Rosa asked what approach would be 
taken, in the event of default, regarding the 
Lease Agreement on Parcel 7-7, (the pre- 
sent location of Mr. Heldmeyer’s Store), 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that in the event 
Mr. Heldmeyer does not comply with the 
terms (1) he would be notified of default 
in writing ; (2) the City may proceed under 
the terms of the lease, and terminate the 
occupancy by providing 90-days written 
notice to Mr, Heldmeyer and may then 
take possession; thus, immediately making 
the land available for construction of the 
Eagle Restaurant and Lounge for sale of 
the property. 


Mr. Zimmerman requested direction from 
the Board as to what course of action they 
preferred in the event of default, 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa, that 
if Mr. Heldmeyer does not show evidence 
of financing by the deadline date of Febru- 
ary 28, 1970, the Redevelopment Director 
be authorized to proceed with action pursu- 
ant to Mr. King’s letter of February 24, 
1970, as follows: 


1, The City notify Mr. Heldmeyer that he 
is in default of the Contract for Sale 
of Land and the City retain the deposit 
of Mr. Heldmeyer as liquidated dam- 
ages, 


2. The City proceed under the terms of the 
lease and terminate the occupancy by 
providing 90-days written notice to Mr. 
Heldmeyer and subsequently take pos- 
sion of the property known as Parcel 
7-7, 218 North Washington. 


Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Smith inquired whether the prepara- 
tion of the Statement of Finance was a 
complex and time-consuming procedure. 


Mr, Zimmerman replied “no” it is a let- 
ter of commitment from the Bank .. . 
stating the amount of Dollars the Bank 
would provide for construction and a letter 
from the developer stating the amount 
of equity capital, and the two would make 
up the total cost of the project. 


Mr. Smith asked if there was any re- 
course beyond the February 28, 1970 date.

A. Status of Acquisition Parcel 1-6 
(Wery Property), Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 


As a review, Mr. Zimmerman stated that 
a letter of agreement was signed by Mr. 
Wery for Genevieve O. Wery, property 
owner, and Richard L. Zimmerman as Di- 
rector and Bruce S, King as Attorney, 
City of Lansing, on November 20, 1969. 
This letter was read to the Board at the 
November 25, 1969 Meeting. The appraisal 
of Parcel 1-6 has been completed, reviewed 
by the staff, and submitted to HUD for their 
approval to purchase at the appraisal 
value. Approval has been received from 
HUD to acquire this property for $62,500; 
therefore, the Director is requesting the 
Board’s approval to purchase. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Board recommend to City Council ap- 
proval to purchase Parcel 1-6, Project No. 
1, Mich. R-87 and authorize payment to the 
Urban Renewal Escrow Account of the 
Transamerica Title Insurance Company in 
the amount not to exceed $62,500, as con- 
curred in by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Status of Disposition—Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87 — 


(1) Michigan Society of Professional En- 
gineers Proposal, Parcel 12A and 13—-In 
review, Mr. Zimmerman recalled that at the 
last Board Meeting a resume of the activi- 
ties concerning the MSPE Proposal was 
discussed. The events concerning this pro- 
posal were listed for the Board. The fol- 
lowing letters were read to the Board: (1) 
Mr, Joseph’s letter of notification, dated 
February 19, 1970, stating that the Engi- 
neers’ reason for withdrawing their pro- 
posal is “the inability of the City to deliver 
timely possession and changes of circum- 
stances that do not permit construction and 
planning as contemplated.” (2) Mr. King's 
legal opinion, dated February 24, 1970, 
stating that after review of the files per- 
taining to the progress status of the pro- 
posal from its conception in July 1968, to 
the present time, and based upon the In- 
vitation for Proposal to Purchase and Re- 
develop, the Proposal to Purchase sub- 
mitted by the Redeveloper, and the facts 
as supported by the correspondence and 
numerous contacts with the Redevelopment 
Staff, it is his opinion that the deposit of 
the Redeveloper may be retained as liqui- 
dated damages. 


Based upon the supporting documentation 
within the files and the recommendation of 
Mr. King, Attorney, a Motion was made by 
Mr. Rosa to recommend to City Council 
to terminate the proposal and retain the 
deposit of $2,900. 
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Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Mr. King verbally verified that he felt 
there was sufficient supporting documenta- 
tion that they fully understood that there 
would be at least a two-year delay in de- 
velopment of this parcel due to a prior 
commitment on another parcel and this was 
not a problem to them. They also had been 
encouraged to consider another available 
parcel and they still declined. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


(2) High Rise for the Elderly—Parcels 
2A and 8 Report by Mr. Main — Second 
Conference held with HUD—Mr. Main re- 
ported on the Second Conference with the 
Housing Assistance Office, Department of 
Housing and Urban Development at Chi- 
eago, February 9, 1970. The plans were re- 
viewed again and approved, in principle, 
with the minor revisions suggested, such 
as: provide a relatively large, uncluttered 
area for overflow from the community 
room; widen entry walks; provide a lounge 
area near the kitchen; electric heat will 
not be permitted. The developer requested 
permission to begin the construction draw- 
ings . .. Mr. Rich, HAO representative 
agreed. The next meeting is scheduled for 
March 25, 1970. 


At the same time, the Planning Board has 
been considering the zoning requirements 
and made their recommendation to City 
Council. Also, a special permit has been 
included to contain the Housing Commis- 
sion Office in the building. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the devel- 
oper has submitted an updated statement of 
finance and Mr. King is reviewing the State- 
ment. Simultaneously, the material is being 
prepared for submission to the HUD Re- 
newal Office in anticipation of receiving 
their concurrence at the same time. 


Mr. Griffin inquired whether the addi- 
tional space in the floor plans will affect 
the cost. Mr. Main stated that, it may, but 
it is primarily a matter of rearranging 
floor plans. 


C. Request for Board approval to amend 
the Third Party Contract with Johnson, 
Johnson and Roy— 


Mr. Peacock stated that the necessity for 
the requested increase in contract amounts 
is due to (1) an increase in the number of 
consultations required to insure conform- 
ance with the Urban Renewal Plan as com- 
pared with the original estimate-require- 
ment (general inflation) (2) change in the 
estimated costs of the Mall (changes in 
treatment of the Mall). 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that the amend- 
ment to the contract is in the amount of 
$38,000. The current contract amount is 
for $35,000, therefore, the amended total 
not-to-exceed amount will be $78,000. Mr. 
Zimmerman continued by stating that HUD 
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has approved the additional amount of 
$38,000; however, their approval is for 
Consultant Services, only, and is not ap- 
proval of increased cost of construction of 
the Mall. 


Mr. Rosa asked for a revised estimate 
figure for the Mall. Mr, Peacock said, that 
the previously approved cost of the Mall 
was $513,460 ; however the revised estimated 
cost of the Mall is $765,908. 


Mr. Rosa then asked if the Consultants 
were proceeding with construction plans, 
and Mr. Main replied, that Block Two is 
very close to proceeding with construction 
plans ; however, Block One and Three have 
several problems to be resolved. 


Mr. Rosa suggested that the Director 
check with HUD ; whether they can approve 
the increased cost of $765,908 prior to the 
consulting firm proceeding with construc- 
tion plans, 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to rec- 
ommend to City Council that the Mayor and 
City Clerk be authorized and directed to 
execute Amendment No. 1 to the original 
contract, dated September 1, 1966, by and 
between Johnson, Johnson and Roy, Ine, 
and the City of Lansing for Project No. 1, 
Mich, R-87. The additional cost is not to 
exceed $38,000. 


Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D. Request for Board approval for 
Amendment No. 6, Third Party Contract; 
Bruce S. King, Attorney; General and 
Project Mich. R-87 Legal Services — 


Mr. Zimmerman requested Board approval 
for Amendment No. 5 to Bruce §, King’s 
contract for General Legal Services for a 
12-month period. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to rec- 
ommend to City Council that the Mayor 
and City Clerk be authorized and directed 
to execute Amendment No. 5 to the Original 
Contract, dated July 21, 1964, by and be- 
tween Bruce S. King, Attorney, and the 
City of Lansing, for General Legal Services 
for Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 for an addi- 
tional $12,600 to cover the next twelve 
month period. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


E. Request Board approval to enter into 
private financing for funding expenditures 
for Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 — 


Mr. Peacock reported that the Redevelop- 
ment Department received a communica- 
tion from the Legal Division of the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
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ment, dated February 11, 1970, stating that 
Project No. 1, is no longer considered under 
litigation, and is now eligible to apply for 
private financing. This has been verified 
by Mr. King that the basis for their noti- 
fication is: 


Up until this time, due to pending litiga- 
tion, funding of the project was obtained 
by the method of direct financing by issue 
of loan notes from the Federal Government. 


Under Private Financing, the issue of 
loan notes will be terminated; there will 
be one note, & master resolution will be 
adopted by City Council to authorize a 
contract with the U. S. Government to 
borrow a maximum amount of $9,791,102 
for the entire project . . . it will go on 
deposit with the Federal Government and 
they issue approval; we file our needs and 
they sign with a Bond Investor; it is then 
advertised for bids. The dates are preset 
(the first date being March 31, 1970 and 
must be requested five weeks in advance) ; 
they in turn notify us of the name of the 
financial institution to whom the notes 
were sold. The Master Resolution saves 
time rather than making a request and 
going through the process of adopting a 
resolution each time to meet the needs; 
the loans are paid off by grants received 
from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 


Mr. Griffin requested that the Director 
report the needs and justification for the 
needs to the Board each time, however, use 
the Master Resolution Method. This is to 
protect the Director as well as the Board. 


Mr. Rosa asked if we would have to pay 
interest and Mr. Peacock replied that in- 
terest will be paid the same as we have been 
paying the Federal Government. 


Mr. Fink inquired if this would in any 
way affect the City’s General Obligation 
Bond; will it affect the City credit rating? 


Mr. Peacock replied that these notes are 
secured by the Federal Government and 
they do not tie into the City’s obligation. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to rec- 
ommend to City Council that the Mayor and 
City Clerk be authorized and directed to 
execute a Master Resolution for a Project 
Loan Note in the amount of $9,791,102 for 
private financing. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Peacock continued by explaining 
that it will take considerable time to pro- 
cess the Private Financing of the Loan 
Notes. In the meantime, we will need addi- 
tional funds for our current anticipated 
operating expenditures; therefore, this is 
the reason for requesting that we process 
Federal financing of Project Temporary 
Loan Note No, 7 in the amount of $300,000. 
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This money can be obtained in a shorter 
period of time and by the same method 
that we have previously obtained Loan 
Notes No. 1 through 6. The anticipated 
expenditures of funds were explained for 
the Board’s consideration. 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey to ree- 
ommend to City Council that the Mayor 
and City Clerk be authorized and directed 
to execute Project Temporary Loan Note 
No. 7 in the amount of $300,000 to provide 
sufficient funds for the Redevelopment De- 
partment to proceed with execution activi- 
ties relating to Project No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa, 


Motion carried unanimously. 


F. Status of Feasibility Survey for Dia- 
mond Reo. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported on the events 
since the last Board Meeting relating to the 
Diamond Reo Complex: 


A meeting was held in Chicago with HUD 
Officials on February 20, 1970. The City 
was represented by Herbert Streukens, Con- 
sultant; John Stoppert, Appraiser; Ray- 
mond Padgett, Land Acquisition Agent and 
Richard Zimmerman, Redevelopment Di- 
rector. No ultimate decision was made, 
therefore, another meeting was scheduled 
in Washington with HUD Officials on Mon- 
day, February 23, 1970. 


Those who attended the meeting in Wash- 
ington were: Mr. Jack Adams, President 
of Diamond Reo Trucks; Mr. Benson, Vice- 
President of White Motor Corporation; Mr. 
Edward Green, Attorney for White Motors ; 
Mayor Gerald W. Graves; Richard L. Zim- 
merman, Redevelopment Director; Herbert 
H. Streukens, Review Appraiser, represent- 
ing the City of Lansing: Under Secretary 
Richard C. VanDusen and Thomas §. 
Kilbride, Assistant Regional Administrator 
for Renewal Assistance, representing HUD. 
In addition, the meeting was attended by 
Mr. David Clanton from Senator Robert 
Griffin’s Office; and Congressman Charles 
Chamberlain. 


Mr. Zimmerman proceeded by explaining 
to the Board, his impression of the various 
comments made by the various people at- 
tending the meeting. 


Mr. Chamberlain gave the introduction 
and history leading up to this point, He 
stated that several weeks ago HUD made 
the decision that they would fund Urban 
Renewal Project No. 3, providing they had 
additional time to review the appraisals 
and the additional information they re- 
quested from the appraisers; and, if the 
value set by HUD was agreeable to White 
Motors and the City of Lansing. 


As a matter of review, Mr. Zimmerman 
referred to the letter submitted by HUD, 
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dated February 11, 1970, (which was distri- 
buted to Board Members previously). 


Mr. VanDusen concluded that in light of 
the information received during the last 
few days there will not be any change in 
HUD’s position. HUD based its decision on 
vacant buildings and not giving any con- 
sideration to Diamond Reo. 


Mr. Benson then responded to HUD by 
saying that it is apparent that HUD did 
not make its decision on the appraisals 
submitted. 


Mr. VanDusen stated that HUD is still 
faced with the same problem of limited 
funds and priorities of other cities. 


Mr. Zimmerman concluded his report 
by stating that the agreement with Dia- 
mond Reo expired Monday, February 23, 
1970 at midnight and since Project No. 3 
included Diamond Reo, it appears that there 
will not be a Project. This means that the 
Development Plan, Resolutions, Ordinances, 
Public Hearings and all other actions by 
City Council will have to be rescinded. 


Mr. Ramey suggested that the Director 
and Attorney, Mr. King, investigate and 
outline what procedures will be required 
to clear this matter and report to the 
Board prior to the Board making a recom- 
mendation to City Council. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he felt this 
should be done and action taken so that 
all concerned will be properly notified as 
soon as possible, although this may require 
a Special Board Meeting. 


A Motion was made by Mr. Ramey that 
the Director, assisted by Mr. King, be 
authorized to prepare a report for the 
next Board Meeting and perhaps arrange 
a special meeting, 


Supported by Mr. Russell, 


Motion carried unanimously. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that a 
letter of appreciation be written to the 
Mayor and City Council as well as Con- 
gressman Chamberlain, acknowledging their 
diligent efforts to retain Diamond Reo and 
their support of Project No. 38. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa, 


Motion carried unanimously. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Mr. Zimmerman referred to the letter 
(submitted with the agenda) written to 
Mr. Walter Sowles, suggesting that a 
member of the Model Cities Staff and/or 
Policy Board attend the Redevelopment 
Board Meetings. To date, there has been 
no response. 
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UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


Questions were raised regarding the 
status of Project No. 2 at this time. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that during the 
last few weeks there has not been any con- 
centrated effort on the project, due to trying 
to resolve the Project No. 8 problems, 
which could have assisted in a decision on 
Project No. 2. 


It was the consensus of the Board to 
express their disappointment in HUD’s 
decision regarding the Diamond Reo Com- 
plex and the proposed Project No. 3 as 
well as request that HUD now consider 
Project No. 2. 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey to pre- 
pare a letter directed to Mr. Kilbride of 
HUD from the Redevelopment Board ex- 
pressing their disappointment in HUD’s 
decision regarding the Diamond Reo Com- 
plex and Project No. 3; also, to ask HUD 
consideration to resolve the problems of 
Project No. 2. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


As requested, at the last Board Meeting, 
the relationship of the pedestrian bridge 
connecting the First Block Development 
with the Grand Avenue Parking Ramp 
was to be clarified with the First Block 
Developer. Since the last meeting, Mr. 
Nugent of Daverman Associates, Architect 
for (LARC) the First Block Developer, has 
informed Mr. Clay and Mr. Main of the 
Redevelopment Department that the pedes- 
trian bridge will be a single-story commer- 
cial structure with an open pedestrian walk- 
way above, and that the changes in the 
Urban Renewal Plan relative to the bridge 
will not confliet with the First Block De- 
veloper’s Plans. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Hilley requested the Redevelopment 
Director to have a personnel status report

made and submitted to the Personnel Com- 
mittee. A date of March 18, 1970 was set 
for a Committee Meeting, therefore, the 
report is to be prepared and mailed to 
the Committee by March 11th. 


Mr. Fink asked for a brief report on the 
status of acquisition of the remaining par- 
cels in the First Block of Project No. 1. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the Mayor, 
Miss Belen and a group of interested busi- 
Nessmen are making a sincere effort to 
assist in the acquisition of Parcel 10-4 
(Broadway Lunch). He also stated that Mr. 
Sinas, Attorney, for the owner of the De- 
troit Hotel, has requested that the Detroit 
Hotel Property be appraised again and 
asked that Mr. Hannibal Abood prepare 
the appraisal.

The meeting was called to order by 
Chairman Hilley at 12:20 p.m. 


ROLL CALL

The minutes of the February 24, 1970 
meeting are to be approved at the regular

REPORT OF OFFICERS 


None. 


A. Recommendation to City Council — 
regarding Council rescinding their previous 
actions, pertaining to Project No. 3. 


At the last Board Meeting, it was re- 
quested that a resume of activities be pre- 
pared, relating to Project No. 3, which 
required City Council action. Due to the 
position taken by HUD in regard to the 
value placed on the Diamond Reo Complex 
and the fact that it is unacceptable to 
White Motor Corporation and the City of 
Lansing, the previous actions taken by 
City Council must be rescinded. 


Mr. Zimmerman advised the Board that 
Mr. Gerrit Heuer, Chairman of the Citi- 


zens’ District Council No. 3 has requested 
a meeting of the CDC for Thursday, March 
12, 1970, 7:30 p.m. for the purpose of 
advising and consulting with the CDC on 
the current status of Project No. 3. 


Mr. Zimmerman further advised the 
Board that he is in the process of schedul- 
ing an informational meeting in the Project 
Area; perhaps, at the Moores Park School, 
for Thursday, March 19, 1970. He stated 
that he feels that it is important to meet 
with the people in the area and inform 
them of the current status of Project No. 
3 and future decisions for activities, if 
any, regarding Urban Renewal Project 
No. 3. 


He further commented that the people 
in the area need an answer, whether or not 
Project No. 3 is going to become a reality 
or, if, in fact, Project No. 3 is dead. If 
the decision of HUD is final, the City 
Government must inform the people of 
their intent, and also give the people an 
opportunity to respond. 


Mr. Zimmerman continued by saying that 
he feels that the people have waited long 
enough, they deserve an answer, now. 
He advised the Board that he has discussed 
this informational meeting with Mayor 
Graves and the Mayor has agreed to at- 
tend the meeting and participate in the 
discussion with the people of Urban Re- 
newal Project No. 8. 


For the purpose of the Board taking 
action and making a recommendation to 
City Council, a resolution has been prepared 
for their consideration. (This suggested 
resolution was read and distributed to the 
Board Members). 


Discussion prior to taking action: 


Councilman Belen asked Mayor Graves 
if he had reason to believe that White 
Motors would agree to continue negotio- 
tions. Mayor Graves answered that White 
Motors will continue. 


Councilman Belen stated, “‘this should not 
be verbal, it should be in writing.” 


Mayor Graves said that a meeting has 
been scheduled for Friday, March 13, 1970, 
with White Motors; they, also, are con- 
sidering private enterprise . there is 
one offer of $5 million. He continued by 
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saying that he would like to see 30 to 45 
days additional time before considering all 
action as final. He also commented that 
it is probable that there will be another 
meeting scheduled in Washington. 


Mr. Hilley reiterated, ‘in other words, 
you are going back to discuss what makes 
HUD’s postion hypothetical, rather than 
realistic.” 


Mr. Brenke stated, that he felt there 
really are no funds available ; that the whole 
situation is just a delay. Also, he felt that 
Mr, Adams had made it clear that the 
Board of Directors of White Motors would 
not extend the time any longer. 


Mr. Zimmerman offered the following 
thoughts: If there is a change in HUD’s 
decision, due to what ever is taking place 
in Washington, will the change be sub- 
stantial enough to work with White Motors ; 
otherwise, what is the possibility of HUD 
increasing the value from $3 to $4 million? 


We cannot proceed with urban renewal 
in the area until White Motors agrees to 
the selling price. HUD’s offer of $1.7 
million is contingent upon the City obtain- 
ing a firm agreement with White Motors, 
which precludes future condemnation action 
regarding the acquistion of the White 
Motors’ Property . .. in other words, we 
need a willing seller. 


Mr. Guernsey commented: To look at 
the matter in another perspective, we are 
faced with a plant that is rundown; we 
have a physically blighted area; we have 
to give answers to the Citizens’ District 
Council from the area, and soon; if Urban 
Renewal No. 3 doesn’t materialize, we will 
still be left with a blighted area . . . 
as a solution, we might continue with a 
private developer for the White Motor 
Industrial Complex and carry on with 
urban renewal in the remainder of the 
area, which would be under rehabilitation 
or code enforcement or consider a_ total 
private redevelopment, 


Mr. Hilley asked Mayor Graves if Senator 
Hart was taking a renewed interest in the 
problem, and Mayor Graves answered, 
“very much so.” 


Mayor Graves continued by suggesting 
that a time-limit be set, and if there is 
no change in HUD’s position within 85 to 40 
days, then adopt the resolution. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that it might be 
appropriate for the Board to adopt this 
resolution at this meeting, subject to in- 
corporating an additional statement within 
the resolution which would recommend to 
City Council that no action be taken by 
the City Council until approximately May 
1, 1970. 


Mr. Hilley asked the Board Members to 
state their position— 


Mr. Jesop: thought the problem was due 
to inadequate funds, and it was a matter 
of HUD appropriating the funds to those 
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with the highest priority; however, the 
question now appears to be, “are there any 
funds?” He favored taking action on the 
resolution, subject to the City Council 
taking action, approximately May Ist, 
1970. 


Mr. Rosa: will go along with adopting 
the resolution, with the provision that 
Council delay action on the resolution until 
approximately May Ist. 


Mayor Graves stated that White Motors 
also would like to have the extra 30 to 
45 days. 


Mr. Fink: noted that if Project No. 3 
does not become a reality, we will still be 
faced with this blighted area; the future 
of this area must be considered. Unless we 
recognize this problem, we may be faced 
with a more difficult task in the future. 
This area should be given priority for 
future action. 


Mr. Griffin: agreed to the interval of 
time before adopting the resolution. 


Mr. Russell: agreed that Mr. Fink’s 
comments are valid; if the property is sold 
to a private developer, some provisions 
will still have to be made. However, he can 
see no choice, but to wait for the time 
interval before placing the resolution on 
the Council agenda, 


At this time, Mr. Zimmerman inquired 
whether the Board would consider action 
to recommend adopting the resolution now, 
or do they wish to establish the date for 
Council action and hold the resolution until 
that time; whereby, this would give Mayor 
Graves and the Congressmen in Washington 
more time to try to resolve the problem. 


Mr. Hilley asked Mr. Brenke if he felt 
that his constituents would wait, and 
Councilman Brenke stated that it would 
be important to inform the people if the 
resolution is held, because he has had 
numerous calls, and he has had to reply 
that he doesn’t know the answer. 


Councilman Belen: stated, that she is 
not as confident as Mayor Graves that 
something can still be resolved in Washing- 
ton, but she would be in favor of adopting 
the resolution, contingent upon no change 
in HUD’s decision. 


Based on the consensus of the Board, a 
motion was made by Mr. Griffin that the 
Redevelopment Board adopt a resolution, 
which was submitted today, and forward 
this resolution as a recommendation to 
City Council, and incorporate within the 
resolution a statement such as: the City 
Council is withholding any action on the 
Board recommendation until May 4, 1970 
with the provision that on/or before May 4, 
1970, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has not substantially changed 
their previous decision in regard to the 
value placed on the White Motor Complex. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 
Motion carried unanimously. 
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A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to 
authorize the Director to forward a copy 
of this resolution, to Senator Philip Hart, 
Senator Robert Griffin and Representative 
Charles Chamberlain. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Response to HUD’s letter, dated Feb- 
ruary 11, 1970 — 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that his intent, 
at the time. the agenda was prepared, was 
to reply to HUD’s letter of February 11, 
1970, by saying that the $1.7 million was 
not acceptable to the City of Lansing, then 
request (1) withdrawal of the application 
for Project No. 3, (2) to proceed with 
Project No. 2 by the conventional method 
of funding. 


Mayor Graves injected that he is pre- 
paring a letter to Mr. VanDusen of HUD; 
again, requesting funds for Project No. 3. 


Mr. Zimmerman concluded this discussion 
by saying that, now, he felt that the best 
eourse to follow would be to respond to 
HUD’s letter of February 11th by notify- 
ing them in writing that the $1.7 million 
was not acceptable to the City of Lansing 
and White Motor Corporation; and ask 
HUD to reconsider the appraiser’s opinion 
of value of $5.1 million. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to 
authorize the Director to reply to HUD’s 
letter of February 11, 1970, after pursu- 
ing all avenues available, in an effort to 
obtain the funding. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


C. Diseussion on Funding for Project 
No. 2 — 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1970, Mr. Kilbride and Mr. Jamie- 
son of the HUD Regional Office, attended 
the Michigan Chapter of NAHRO Confer- 
ence in Coldwater and, in conjunction with 
this meeting, he met with them for the 
purpose of discussing Project No. 2. As 
a result of this meeting, it appears that the 
best approach for funding Project No. 2 
would be by the conventional method. As 
a result of this discussion on February 27, 
1970, the staff is now reviewing the neces- 
sary documentation for submitting a con- 
ventional application for funding of Project 
No. 2. As soon as this has been completed, 
Mr. Kilbride and Mr. Jamieson have agreed 
to provide a contingent of HUD personnel 
to visit Lansing and review the application, 
prior to its submission, and that the new 
application would be given immediate con- 
sideration for funding by HUD. 
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Mr. Zimmerman further explained . . . 
that, in the past, we have discussed the 
feasibility of submitting a conventional ap- 
plication for Project No. 2, inasmuch as 
there was a delay in the NDP funding. 
However, at that time, HUD was reluctant 
to consider a conventional application, 
which would be substantially in excess of 
the previous grant reservation allocated 
for Project No. 2. As a result of this most 
recent conversation with Mr. Kilbride and 
Mr. Jamieson, they have indicated that 
they will consider the conventional ap- 
plication for Project No. 2; incorporating 
eosts that are in excess of the original 
estimates. 


Mr. Griffin asked what the additional cost 
would be and Mr. Zimmerman replied that 
it would be approximately 35% more. 


Mr. Griffin further inquired whether it 
would be possible to expand the Project 
No. 2 boundaries, and Mr. Zimmerman 
answered that, due to the additional cost 
for the present area, it would probably 
complicate the matter. 


Discussion continued on the following 
topics : 


(1) in regard to the parcels released by 
LCC in Project No. 2, and the probable 
change in the land uses for these par- 
cels . . . Mr. Rosa asked that the 
possible new land uses be considered 
and a report made at the next Board 
Meeting, and Mr. Guernsey agreed to 
make a report at the next Board Meet- 
ing to be held March 24, 1970. 


(2) how deleting the Ottawa Street Bridge 
would affect the non-cash credits for 
urban renewal ... Mr, Zimmerman 
stated, there are sufficient carry over 
credits from Project No. 1 and Project 
No. 2; however, if Project No. 3 is 
funded, the deletion of the Ottawa 
Street Bridge would create the problem 
of not having sufficient non-cash cred- 
its for all three projects. Mr. Brenke 
reported that he had just attended 
another meeting with the Public Service 
Committee and it appears that the 
i sig Street Bridge may not mater- 
ialize. 


(8) Mr. Zimmerman continued by inform- 
ing the Board Members, that temporary 
arrangements have been made to hold 
the joint meeting between the LCC 
Trustees and the Redevelopment Board, 
as suggested at the February 24th 
meeting. The tentative date is Monday, 
April 18, 1970, 7:30 p.m. at the Lan- 
sing Community College Administra- 
tive Building on North Washington 
Avenue. The Director will verify this 
by mailing notices to the Board Mem- 
bers. 


(4) At this point, Mr. Griffin inquired 
whether Model Cities would recommend 
assistance for the people in the Project 
No. 3 area. Mr, Zimmerman replied 
that no decision has been made; how- 
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ever, he has discussed this with Mr. 
Walter Sowles, Model Cities Director ; 
Mr. James Spackman, CRP Coordina- 
tor; Mr. Raymond Guernsey, Planning 
Director, and further advised the Board 
that the Advisory Committee No. 5 
of Model Cities includes several of 
those who have served on the Urban 
Renewal Citizens’ District Council No. 


Mr. Zimmerman reminded the Board that 
the tentative date for a meeting with the 
people in the Project No. 8 area is scheduled 
for Thursday, March 19, 1970, and will be 
moderated by a panel consisting of Mayor 
Graves; Mr. Gerrit Heuer, Chairman of 
the CDC No. 3; Mr. Walter Sowles, Di- 
rector of the City Demonstration Agency 
(Model Cities) and Richard Zimmerman, 
Redevelopment Director. 


Mr. Hilley requested that the Board 
Members are to be notified of the time and 
place of the Meeting. 


(6) Mr. Griffin asked to have a report at 
the next meeting on the long-range 
plans for the Lansing Area, such as: 
North Lansing and Model Cities, as they 
relate to urban renewal.

A. Report on Citizens’ Meeting for 
Project No. 8. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that an in- 
formational meeting was held Thursday, 
March 19, 1970, at the Moores Park School 
and was attended by approximately 100 
citizens of the area and several interested 
citizens from outside of the area; Council- 
men Ferguson, Brenke, Gunther and Belen. 
The panel consisted of Mayor Graves, Gerrit 
Heuer, Chairman of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee from the area; Walter Sowles, Model 
Cities Director and Richard Zimmerman, 
Redevelopment Director. He briefly re- 
viewed the events in regard to Project No. 
3; leading up to the present time. He, also, 
read the resolution adopted by the Rede- 
velopment Board and explained the reason 
for the resolution as: The Redevelopment 
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Board recommended that the City Council 
take action to rescind all resolutions, ordi- 
nances and public hearings pertaining to 
Project No. 8 on May 4, 1970, if there is 
not a substantial change in HUD’s decision 
prior to that date. This resolution was 
presented to the Citizens’ District Council 
No, 8 so that they would be aware of the 
activities and, as a result, they decided to 
write a letter to the Model Cities Policy 
Board for the purpose of Model Cities 
recommending this area to be considered 
for assistance, whether for urban renewal 
or some other Federal Program. 


Mr. Jessop commended the Director for 
the manner in which the meeting was con- 
ducted and stated that he felt the meeting 
served as a calming influence on the people 
of the area. Mr. Hilley commended Mr. 
Sowles as well as Mr. Zimmerman for the 
successful presentation of the facts. 


B. Status of Disposition—Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87 


(1) Heldmeyer Proposal—North 60 Ft. 
of Parcel 12. 


For the purpose of making the Board 
aware of the events that have taken place 
since the last Board Meeting, a resume was 
read concerning the Heldmeyer Proposal. 
Mr. Zimmerman stated that he had given 
Mr. Heldmeyer every opportunity to make 
arrangements for financing; however, Mr. 
Heldmeyer failed to provide evidence of 
financing. Therefore, on March 8, 1970 
Mr. Heldmeyer by letter of the termination 
of the agreement and the retention of his 
deposit as liquidated damages for the de- 
fault. Also, Mr. Clay and Mr. Zimmerman 
delivered a notice to vacate his present 
building and that he would be assisted in 
his move and relocation benefits by Mr. 
Arthur Richardson, Business Relocation 
Officer. He was further informed that the 
parcel of land upon which his proposal was 
submitted will now be made available to all 
interested developers and will be advertised 
with other sites in the Project Area for 
redevelopment. 


Mr. Heldmeyer (or a person to represent 
him) was invited to attend this Board 
Meeting ; however, no one attended on be- 
half of Mr. Heldmeyer. 


A letter will be written to the Mayor 
and City Council informing them of these 
activities. 


(2) Michigan Society of Professional 
Engineers Proposal—Parcel 12A and 13. 


At the last Board Meeting, it was recom- 
mended that the Michigan Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers’ request for withdrawal 
of their proposal be approved and the Engi- 
neers’ good-faith deposit of $2,900 be re- 
tained as liquidated damages, This com- 
munication was forwarded to City Council 
and a resolution adopted. We have notified 
the Engineers in a letter, dated March 17, 
1970, that City Council has concurred in 
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their request to withdraw the proposal and 
that the deposit will be retained by the 
City of Lansing. 


(3) Parking Ramp—Parcel 2 


This parcel in the 200 Block of West 
Shiawassee is to be made available to a 
private developer. According to procedure, 
an advertisement (Invitation for Proposals 
to Redevelop) was placed in the State 
Journal for publication on February 22, 
March 2, and March 8, 1970. It is scheduled 
for publication in the Detroit Free Press, 
March 25, 1970 and the Wall Street Journal, 
March 30, 1970; letters were mailed to six- 
teen prospective developers on February 23, 
1970 and, to date, three potential developers 
have indicated an interest. (Housing De- 
velopment Company, Clark Construction 
and Granger Construction) . . . proposals 
will be accepted in the Redevelopment 
Office until 5:00 p.m., May 1, 1970. After 
May Ist each potential developer will be 
considered. 


C. Status of Acquisition—Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87 


(1) Broadway Lunch, Parcel 10-4—The 
Mayor and Councilman Belen have been 
attempting to resolve the acquisition of this 
property and, at this time, it is still unre- 
solved. 


(2) Detroit Hotel Parcel 10-19—The Di- 
rector has been negotiating with Mr. 
Thomas Sinas, Attorney for the property 
owner; however, the negotiations are sub- 
ject to having another appraisal made on 
the property. 


(3) Kewpee Restaurant, Parcel 4-2 — 
Mr. Zimmerman has contacted Mr. Lester 
Turner, Attorney for, both, the lessee and 
the lessor. The negotiations are subject 
to having another appraisal made on the 
property, 


(4) McDonald Property, Parcel 3-10—A 
valuation hearing has been scheduled for 
April 16, 1970 in regard to this property, 
and it is anticipated that the case will be 
settled, as far as valuation, with approxi- 
mately 30 to 90 days for relocation, 


D. and E. Status for Project No. 2, 
Mich. R-144, Long-range Plans for the City 
of Lansing and Land Uses— 


Mr. Guernsey gave a brief background 
resume of Urban Renewal Project No. 2, 
outlined the boundaries of the Model Cities 
Area, and explained how Urban Renewal 
Project No. 2 related to Model Cities. He 
stated that now there is a need to re- 
examine the overall goals for the Central 
City re-establish the objectives of Project 
No. 2, coordinate with the Model Cities 
goals and efforts and reconsider the scope 
and scale of Project No. 2 as well as those 
of future Urban Renewal Projects. 


Mr. Spackman explained the purpose and 
function of the Model Cities Program .. . 
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it is identified with social, physical and 
economical problems. He continued with 
emphasis on the Larch-Cedar Corridor. At 
present, it is a mixture of land uses and 
the following should be considered in 
future planning: (1) the market demand 
for various land uses within the Central 
City, (2) the capability of the land area 
in terms of size of the parcels and the 
traffic patterns to accommodate the pro- 
posed uses of the corridor, (3) the means 
available to achieve the goals and to im- 
plement the plan. With Larch-Cedar re- 
maining a one-way pair of high volume 
traffic, it makes the area unsuitable for 
a residential area, It is also undesirable 
for large industrial firms. 


Mr. Zimmerman added that by eliminat- 
ing the Larch-Cedar Corridor in the lower 
part of the Model Cities Area you would 
be able to have more desirable land uses, 
Also by correcting the problems in Project 
No. 2, we would be changing the character 
of the area. 


Mr. Guernsey stated that, with these 
problems in mind, four alternative plans 
for urban renewal east of the Grand River 
would be presented by Mr. Shoemaker and 
each would be analyzed in terms of scope 
of development and potential they offer; 
thus leading into the next item on the 
agenda. 


LAND USES 


Mr. Shoemaker continued by explaining 
the alternate plans— 


No. 1—This alternative abandons the 
Larch-Cedar one-way pair system and re- 
places it with a wide median boulevard 
which will connect to the existing South 
Cedar Street at the 1-496 Interchange and 
on the north to the present U. S. 27 ramp 
near the Motor Wheel Plant. Then, the 
land uses could be predominately residential 
between Saginaw and Shiawassee and sup- 
port LCC and the CBD and it would pro- 
tect the flood plain and alleviate flood 
damage. 


No. 2—The street circulation pattern 
would remain essentially the same as today 
south of Erie Street; however, north of 
Erie Street a wide median boulevard would 
be recommended with a future urban re- 
newal project to be considered. The land 
uses would be best for wholesale type busi- 
nesses and light industrial—no residential. 


No. 3—The street pattern would remain 
basically the same as today ; complete clear- 
ance and redevelopment would be required, 
the land uses would be in support of the 
CBD and LCC, 


No. 4—This plan was drawn after dis- 
cussion with Mr. Zimmerman and is in 
line with the Project No, 2 Application so 
that it could proceed in the near future, 
but still consider the area to the north 
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and east of the current boundary lines: 
perhaps as a fuure project adjacent to the 
Project No. 2. 


DISCUSSION 


Mr. Rosa asked what would be the land 
uses on Plan No. 4 and Mr. Guernsey 
replied that they were all very similar on 
Plans 2, 3 and 4; the only thing that would 
change would be the residential area, 
depending upon how the Larch-Cedar Cor- 
ridor is changed. 


Mr. Hilley asked, have the non-cash 
credits been considered if Plan No. 2 were 
used and, in the same vein, Mr. Ramey 
asked, has the highway problem been 
explored with the State. Mr. Guernsey re- 
plied to both questions by saying that 
these items have been discussed through 
Model Cities and to change the corridor 
would take a large input of State and 
Federal funds; if there was any way to 
enlarge Project No. 2, the corridor would 
be incorporated. 


Mr, Rosa stated that, in his opinion, 
Plan No. 4 would be the most realistic for 
Project No. 2. 


Mrs. Bretz stated that she had not heard 
the plans discussed prior to this meeting, 
but she was inclined to agree with Mr. Rosa, 


Mr. Zimmerman reacted to the plans 
presented by stating that he appreciates 
the fact that the Larch-Cedar Corridor 
is a real problem, however, will the City 
Council commit themselves to appropriat- 
ing the necessary city funds through the 
Capital Improvements Budget for the con- 
struction of the new road which would 
replace the Larch-Cedar Corridor and, if 
so, how does this relate to the city’s overall 
priority for Capital Improvements? Also, 
is the Larch-Cedar Corridor the top priority 
of the Model Cities Program 


It was suggested that Mr. Zimmerman, 
Mr. Sowles and Mr. Guernsey discuss the 
possibility of a project adjacent to the 
present Project No. 2 with HUD Officials. 


Mr. Rosa asked Mr. Heuer if he felt 
Model Cities was giving some other area 
higher priority and Mr. Heuer answered 
that he felt they were giving a tremendous 
amount of support to the Larch-Cedar Area. 


Mr. Sowles added that Model Cities is 
concerned and urban renewal is one of 
the tools available to assist in revitalizing 
and upgrading the city and that he will be 
attending future meetings with the Urban 
Renewal Board. 


F. Capitol Complex Relocation. 


As a preliminary to Mr. Cowan’s report, 
a letter, dated February 27, 1970, from Mr. 
George Washington, Director of the De- 
partment of Administration for the State, 
to Mayor Graves was read to the Board 
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Members. The letter commended the city 
for the cooperation in relocating the people 
in the Capitol Complex Area. In addition, 
he asked for the city’s assistance in relocat- 
ing those persons living in Blocks 120 and 
123 of the Capitol Complex Area and that 
the relocation be completed by July 1, 1970. 
Since receiving Mr. Washington’s letter, 
Mr. Cowan stated that he and his staff 
have interviewed the people living in this 
area for the purpose of being aware of their 
needs prior to providing the relocation 
service, 


The report was distributed to the Board 
Members for their review. Mr. Cowan 
stated that the report indicates there are 
31 families and individuals to be relocated 
from this area and that approximately 17 
qualify for public housing, He further 
stated that there may be difficulty in the 
relocation of these persons due to very 
limited relocation resources. 


Mr. Zimmerman asked Mr. Cowan if the 
City Council was aware of this and Mr. 
Cowan replied that he submitted the sur- 
vey report to the City Council. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


{1) For informative purposes a letter 
was read, dated February 9, 1970 (received 
in the Redevelopment Department on March 
4th) from Mr. Richard Van Dusen, Under 
Secretary of HUD, to Congressman Charles 
Chamberlain, stating that Projects Mich. 
R-87 and Mich. R-144 will retain their 
respective grants and continue operation. 


(2) A letter was read, dated March 23, 
1970, from Mr. Walter Sowles advising 
that the Model Cities Policy Board has 
designated Gerrit Heuer as the liaison per- 
son with the Redevelopment Board. 


Mr. Ramey welcomed Mr. Heuer on 
behalf of the Redevelopment Board. 


(3) A communication, dated March 18, 
1970, from Mayor Graves to Mayor Pro 
Tem Joel Ferguson and City Council was 
read which pertained to receiving the 
funding from HUD for the High Rise for 
the Elderly (Parcels 2A and 3 in Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87), The Mayor stated that 
he had been advised by Congressman 
Chamberlain that the U. S. Department of 
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HUD has granted a loan in the amount of 
$1,671,779. 


Mr. Rosa asked what remains to be done 
before the construction can get under way, 
and Mr. Zimmerman replied that the plans 
have not been finalized. A meeting has 
been scheduled with the HUD Regional 
Office for March 31, 1970 for this purpose. 
The tentative date for the Public Hearing 
is May 11, 1970 and at the same time the 
Public Hearing will be held for the zoning 
revision, 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 

Mr. Ramey inquired whether the resolu- 
tion rescinding all action by City Council 
which related to Project No. 3 had been 
forwarded to Congressman Chamberlain 
and Senators Hart and Griffin. Mr. Zim- 
— informed him that this has been 
lone. 


NEW BUSINESS 


None. 


EXCUSED ABSENCES 
A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
grant excused absences to Mr. Eschbach 
and Mr. Fink. Supported by Mr. Russell.

A. Status of Acquisition, Project No. 1, 
Mich, R-87 


MeDonald Property, Parcel 3-10 — Mr. 
Zimmerman reported that, after numerous 
delays, during the past few months, in de- 
termining the valuation of Parcel 3-10, a 
Court decision was made on April 16, 1970 
to set the value at $20,000 (Mr. Novakoski, 
appraiser for the city, appraised the prop- 
erty at $18,000; Mr. Bellon, appraiser for 
the property owner, appraised the property 
at $22,500). The Court Order was signed, 
title transferred and relocation is to be com- 
pleted within 60 days. Mr. Ronald Cowan, 
Relocation Officer, is working on this mat- 
ter, 


This leaves (3) parcels to be acquired out 
of (111) parcels. 


B. Status of Disposition, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87. 


High Rise for the Elderly Proposal — 
Pareels 2A and 3—Mr. Zimmerman re- 
ported that the Third Conference concern- 
ing the High Rise for the Elderly Proposal 
was held in Chicago, Regional Office of 
HUD, Housing Assistance Office on April 
27, 1970. Mr. Marcel Elliott, Housing Di- 
rector, Mr. Bernard Elliott, Building Com- 
missioner, and Mr, Gregory Main, Urban 
Renewal Planner, represented the City 
of Lansing at this meeting as well as the 
Developer, Housing Development Company 
of Cleveland, Ohio. The purpose of the 
Meeting was to present the finalized con- 
struction plans. This meeting had been 
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postponed on two occasions due to the 
difficulty of obtaining the soil borings. 
Only minor revisions are yet to be made in 
the plans; however, items of concern are 
the fact that, after the soil borings were 
made, the developer requested more money 
as a result of the soil borings, which in- 
dicates a subsoil condition, and also addi- 
tional money to supply the stoves and re- 
frigerators and to use carpeting instead 
of tile on the floors. 


Mr. Zimmerman informed the Board 
that he does not agree with the developer’s 
request for additional funds due to sub- 
soil conditions or for stoves and refrigera- 
tors, and stated that the developer had ad- 
vised the Review Committee during the 
selection process that the money for possible 
subsoil conditions and for stoves and re- 
frigerators were included within the pro- 
posal. Mr. Zimmerman has discussed this 
matter with Mr. Elliott and it appears that 
these matters will be resolved. The Public 
Hearing for the Sale of the Land is sched- 
uled for May 11, 1970, 7:30 p.m. Also at 
the same regularly scheduled City Council 
Meeting there will be a Public Hearing 
on the zoning change for the Community 
Unit Plan and for the Office Permit. 


C, Status Report on the North Washing- 
ton Mall 


Mr, Zimmerman recalled that the Re- 
development Board had previously approved 
the concept for design of the Mall and the 
consultants, Johnson, Johnson and Roy, 
have been working on the details for re- 
finement of the plans. Since the last meet- 
ing, which included the Mayor, City Council 
and the Redevelopment Board, various De- 
partment Heads, the Mall Advisory Com- 
mittee and the Consultants, substantial 
progress has been made and Mr. Shoemaker 
has been working with the Department 
Heads in an effort to cover all specific 
details in the final plans. 


Mr, Shoemaker reported that the items 
discussed were the maintenance of the 
Mall, types of trees, drainage problems, 
lighting fixtures, lighting distribution, 
water (which includes irregation), and 
location of the fire hydrants. He has dis- 
tributed copies of the plans to each Depart- 
ment Head, along with a letter requesting 
that they review the plans and, if they do 
not reply on/or before April 30, 1970, it 
will be assumed that the problems are re- 
solved. Also, a meeting was held with Mr. 
Kropschot, Bank of Lansing, and he ap- 
proved the plans that indicate a variance 
was made in the plans to provide access to 
a elevator which opens in front of the 
Bank. 


As a result of the preparation up to this 
time, a tentative date has been set for a 
meeting to review the plans on May 19th, 
The Consultant will present the plans to 
the Mayor, City Council, Redevelopment 
Board, Planning Board, the Department 
Heads and the Citizens Mall Advisory Com- 
mittee on this date. 


JUNE 9, 1970 


Mr. Griffin inquired whether any prob- 
lems are anticipated in the progress of the 
Mall and Mr, Zimmerman replied that, 
he felt that the problems remaining are 
of a minor nature; the biggest concern 
will be lighting. He stated that he would 
like a commitment from the Board of Water 
and Light that they will maintain the light- 
ing facilities. 


Mr. Eschbach suggested that Mr. Zimmer- 
man convey his concern in regard to light- 
ing maintenance to the Board of Water 
and Light, in writing. 


It was the consensus of the Board Mem- 
bers that they wanted to review the Mall 
Plans prior to the May 19th meeting. 
Since the plans were available, it was decid- 
ed to continue the discussion at the end of 
this meeting. 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey that a 
combined meeting with the Redevelopment 
Board, Planning Board, Department Heads 
to be involved, City Council, the Mall Ad- 
visory Committee and Consultants is to be 
held May 19, 1970, 7:00 p.m. for the purpose 
of reviewing the final preliminary plans for 
the North Washington Mall.

D. Amending of S. M. Dix and Associates 
Contract (Irremovable Fixture Appraisal) 


Due to the lapse of time since the fixture 
appraisals were made on Rich’s Bar, Parcel 
7-13; Senate Grill, Parcel 7-13 ; and Kewpee 
Restaurant, Parcel 4-2 ; Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87, we have requested that new appraisals 
be made. A request has been submitted to 
HUD and they have given verbal concur- 
rence, 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to 
recommend to City Council that for the 
purpose of conducting the new irremovable 
fixture appraisals on Parcel 7-13 (Rich’s 
Bar and Senate Grill) Parcel 4-2 (Kewpee 
Restaurant) the contract between S. M. 
Dix and Associates and the City of Lansing 
be amended in an amount not to exceed 
$615.00, subject to written concurrence 
by HUD.

A. Neighborhood Development Program 
Mich. A-6 


A letter was enclosed with the agenda 
dated, April 16, 1970, which was in response 
to a letter submitted to HUD by Mr. 
Zimmerman, requesting that they reply 
in writing and state specifically the status 
of the Neighborhood Development Program 
Application for Funding. 


HUD’s reply stated that the NDP for 
the City of Lansing will not be approved 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1970, 
due to the limited funds and suggested that 
alternate proposals for accomplishing re- 
newal objectives be discussed. 


Mr. Ramey requested information con- 
cerning the original grant reservation 
deri for Project No. 2, after the cut- 
ack, 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that the grant 
reservation was for $4,758,000 and proceed- 
ed to explain that the Project Application 
is being revised now under the convention- 
al method of funding. He and Mr. Peacock 
have reviewed the Draft Copy with HUD

Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
last Board Meeting, Mr. McKinstry of LCC 
has pointed out that the sign regulations 
as posed in the revised Development Plan 
for Project No. 1, could cause problems 
for the College; the regulations could make 
it difficult to identify the campus—many 
buildings, spaces, parking areas, etc., must 
be identified. 


In response to LCC, a suggested language 
change (which has been reviewed by Mr. 
King) was presented to the Board Mem- 
bers. The amendment would provide that 
Educational Institutions may erect free- 
standing sings. A second amendment was 
also proposed . . the purpose of this 
amendment is to set forth the provisions 
that the Redevelopment Board, upon written 
request and if City Council concurs, the 
developer may be permitted to erect a 
sign or signs which may not comply with all 
the terms and conditions in the sign regula- 
tions. 


Mr. Fink stated that he didn’t see any 
problem, if limited to Educational Institu- 
tions. 


Mr. Jessop felt that it would create 
problems if an exception was made for one 
developer and not another, therefore, this 
amendment to the sign regulations should 
be more closely investigated. Mr. Eschbach 
and Mr. Russell agreed with Mr. Jessop’s 
comments. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to table 
the sign regulation amendment of the 
Project No. 1, Development Plan Revision 
until it is more thoroughly examined; Mr. 
King’s legal opinion obtained; and subject 
to discussion at the next Board Meeting. 


Supported by Mr. Griffin. 

Mr. Hilley asked Mr. Fink, as a member 
of the Planning Board also, to discuss the 
matter with them; obtain their reaction and 
report at the next Redevelopment Board 
Meeting. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


NEW BUSINESS 


1. Mr. Hilley suggested that the Board 
Members assist by thinking about items 
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of concern in regard to the City and 
bring them to the attention of the Di- 
rector, perhaps between meetings, as 
well as during the meeting. 


It was brought to the attention of the 
Board by Mr. Zimmerman that when 
the Urban Renewal Plan for Project No. 
1 was approved, the property bounded by 
Shiawassee Street on the north, Ottawa 
Street on the south, Grand Avenue on 
the west and the Grand River on the 
east was exempt from acquisition for 
numerous reasons, but primarily due 
to the fact that the Board of Water and 
Light agreed to redevelop this area. He 
continued by saying that, although there 
is no immediate urgency for implementa- 
tion of this development, we should be 
aware of the current status of the plans 
for redevelopment. Mr. Eschbach sug- 
gested that the Director write a letter 
to the Board of Water and Light request- 
ing this information. 


Excused Absences 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey to 


grant an excused absence for Mr. Rosa. 
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Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Adjournment

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 
A. Status of Proposed Project No. 3 


Mr. Zimmerman reported on the sequence 


of events relating to Project No. 3 as 
follows: 


1. The resolution previously recommended 


by the Board to City Council (which 
stated that, all actions pertaining to 
Project No. 3 were to be rescinded, if 
there was not any substantial change in 
HUD’s decision as to value on the Dia- 
mond Reo Property), was referred to 
Pointe Committee of Whole until May 
» 1970. 


2. On May 4, 1970 the City Council was 


prepared to adopt a resolution previously 
recommended by the Redevelopment 
Board; however, on that day there were 
implications that negotiations in regard 
to the Diamond Reo Property were pend- 
ing in the Washington Office of HUD. 
The basis for these rumors could not be 
traced. This was discussed with City 
Council and, as a result, the resolution 
igs being held, pending confirmation. 


3. On May 9th, Mr. Zimmerman received 


a telephone call from a HUD Official, 
advising him to hold off any action by 
City Council because there were nego- 
tiations taking place in Washington. 
This was the last information relayed 
t o Mr. Zimmerman from HUD. 


4, Nothing had been reported until the 


article which appeared in the State 
Journal on May 25th which indicated 
that there are negotiations continuing 
between Secretary Romney's office and 
White Motors, Since that date there 
has not been any official communication 
received by the Mayor, City Council or 
the Redevelopment Director. 


Mr. Rosa injected that he is concerned 


about negotiations continuing indefinitely. 


He would like a time limit placed on the 
negotiations. 


Mr. Jessop suggested that if pressure was 
applied to establish a time limit at this 
time it might be harmful. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that if White 
Motors and HUD reach an agreement, the 
following may be expected: 


1. Funding would not be through the NDP 
Method. HUD_would probably send a 
work team to Lansing to assist in pre- 
paring a conventional application, 


2, Upon completion of the conventional 
application for Project No. 3, the City 
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will become knowledgeable of their one- 
third share of non-cash credits which 
are required for the financing of the 
project. Mr. Zimmerman cautioned the 
Board that the City may have insuffi- 
cient non-cash credits to finance Project 
No. 8, perhaps to the extent of a $2 
million to $3 million deficit. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that it is his 
personal opinion that, if Project No. 3 
is approved this may affect HUD’s con- 
sideration for approving Project No. 2. 


Mr. Rosa stated that as soon as we have 
a definite answer on Project No. 3, a meet- 
ing should be called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the issue raised by the Director. 


B. Status of Disposition, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R87 


1, Parking Ramp—Parcel 2—Mr. Zim- 
merman stated that the disposition docu- 
ments whereby a developer submits a pro- 
posal, were prepared for Parcel 2 (200 
Block of West Shiawassee) ; advertisements 
were placed in the Wall Street Journal; a 
Chicago Construction Paper; the State 
Journal ; the Detroit Free Press; and letters 
were mailed to potential developers. 


A summary of events concerning inter- 
ested developers, prepared by Mr. Clay, was 
read to the Board Members. The summary 
stated that eight developers received dis- 
position documents . . . five came into the 
office for a personal interview; three dis- 
cussed the project by telephone; six of the 
interested developers returned the docu- 
ment; of the two remaining, one stated he 
did not have sufficient time to prepare the 
proposal and the other replied he needed 
more time and would reply before the end 
of May. 


In conclusion, the Redevelopment Depart- 
ment did not receive any proposals for Pur- 
chase and Redevelopment of Parcel No. 2. 
The general reaction of the developers was 
that construction of the ramp was not eco- 
nomically feasible at this time. The rede- 
velopers would have economic difficulty in 
competing with the City-owned Parking 
Ramps, 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he felt that 
the only appropriate action at this time is 
as follows: 


1. Continue negotiations with all interested 
parties for a period of the next six 
months to a year; 


2. ‘The uses of the parcel might be revised 
to make the parcel more economically 
attractive such as, residential apart- 
ments above the ramp, offices or a motel. 


8. Development of the site by the City of 
Lansing Building Authority. 


2. High Rise for the Elderly—Parcels 2A 
and 3—The plans have been approved by 
HUD; the City Building Department has 
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received the plans for the purpose of issu- 
ing a building permit; the Housing Assist- 
ance Office of HUD has signed a contract 
with Housing Development Company; and 
within the next two weeks the contract will 
be recorded and it is expected that the 
transfer of title and construction can begin 
almost simultaneously, about June 15, 1970. 


Mr. Rose inquired whether there was an 
additional cost for the soil borings, the 
carpet vs, tile or the stoves and refrigera- 
tors, as previously mentioned. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that the prob- 
lems have been resolved. 


Mr. Rosa commended the Director for the 
organized manner in which the proposals 
were handled and all back-up information 
recorded. 


C. Authorization—Filing of Conventional 
Application for Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 


Previously, the Director had been author- 
ized by the Redevelopment Board to proceed 
with the necessary preparation to file an 
application for Project No. 2 under the con- 
ventional method. Therefore, the Part I 
and Part II of the Loan and Grant Appli- 
cation has been prepared and submitted to 
the Regional Office of HUD in Chicago, 
dated May 20, 1970. 


Mr. Hilley stated that the Board is very 
cognizant of the work involved and ex- 
pone appreciation to the Director and 
taff. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Director be authorized to file the Part 
I and Part IJ, Loan and Grant Application, 
Project No. 2, Mich. R-144, with the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D, Contract for Third Amendatory, Proj- 
ject No, 1, Mich. R87. 


Mr. Peacock reported that a request came 
from HUD, dated May 1, 1970, that the 
existing executed Loan and Grant Contract 
interest rate cannot be for less than the 
“going Federal rate” according to the 
Housing Act of 1949, as amended ... it 
has been compiled at 6 per cent. The period 
from January 1, 1970 to June 80, 1970 was 
established at 6-3/8 per cent. (This is for 
a Direct Federal Loan). 


Therefore, to conform to the Federal stat- 
utory requirement, it is necessary to delete 
the interest rate limitation under the con- 
tract, allowing interest to be redetermined 
at the “going Federal rate.” 


A motion was made by Mr, Ramey to 
recommend to City Council approval of a 
resolution authorizing and directing the 
Mayor and City Clerk to execute the Third 
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Amendatory Contract to the Loan and 
Grant Contract for Mich. R-87. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


E. Demolition Contract No. 12, Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


Maps were distributed to the Board Mem- 
hers which designated the parcels in Project 
No. 1 where the buildings have been razed 
and those scheduled for Demolition No. 12, 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that at the 
present time out of the 106 total] structures 
in the project, demolition has been com- 
pleted on 90 structures—84.9 per cent com- 
pleted. After Demolition No. 12, demolition 
will have been completed on 100 structures 
—94.3 per cent completed.

The language, as suggested by the Plan- 
ning Board, to be incorporated in the Sign 
Regulation portion of the Development Plan 
is as follows: 


Paragraph 2, Pages 5 and 6, after the 
words, “shall be permitted” add the words 
“except that public, tax supported educa- 
tional institutions may erect free standing 
signs,”’ 


Mr. King stated, as his legal opinion, that 
the wording “public, tax supported educa- 
tional institution” clarifies the sign control 
regulations in the Development Plan. 


Discussion followed and the concern was 
expressed that the Redevelopment Board 
would be acting as an umpire on all sign 
controls for the developers. 


Mr. Ramey stated that, in his opinion, the 
reason the decision was delayed was to ob- 
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tain their attorney’s legal opinion and now 
that he has submitted it, the Board should 
give it consideration. One of the purposes 
of the Board is to recommend acceptance 
or rejection of the developers. Mr. Ramey 
referred to the statement made during the 
last Board Meeting, ‘‘the purpose of this 
amendment is to set forth the provisions 
that the Redevelopment Board, upon writ- 
ten request and if the City Council concurs, 
the developer may be permitted to erect a 
sign or signs which may not comply with 
all the terms and conditions in the sign 
regulations. 


Mr. Zimmerman and Mr. Main, each, 
stated that it is difficult to include specific 
wording for every regulation, this is why 
it would be beneficial to have a Board of 
Appeals as a vehicle to prevent creating 
problems for the developers. 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey to 
adopt the amendment to the Sign Regula- 
tions in the Development Plan for Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Zimmerman advised the Board that 
the revised Development Plans for Project 
No. 1 have been submitted to HUD and they 
have given verbal approval. Upon written 
concurrence, the next step will be for City 
Council to schedule a Public Hearing date, 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to rec- 
ommend to City Council approval of the re- 
vised Development Plans, as amended, and 
that the Public Hearing date be scheduled. 

Supported by Mr. Ramey. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Re-appointment of CRP Representa- 
tive— 


At the last Redevelopment Board Meet- 
ing, Mr. Russell Fink was appointed to rep- 
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resent the Board on the Community Re- 
newal Program Committee. He was also 
apointed as a representative of the Plan- 
ning Board; therefore, he suggested that 
he withdraw as representative of the Re- 
development Board. As a result, Mr. Hilley, 
Chairman of the Redevelopment Board, ap- 
pointed Mr. Lane Jessop to represent the 
Board on the CRP Committee.

A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to grant 
an excused absence to Mr. Duane Russell. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Moles stated that he has reason to 
believe that there will be a definite decision 
in regard to the negotiations between White 
Motors and HUD within the next two or 
three weeks. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop, for 
the purpose of being on record, that the 
Redevelopment Board is vitally interested 
in Project No. 3 and hopeful that the nego- 
tiations between White Motors and HUD 
will be successfully concluded in the near 
future; also, that the Redevelopment Board 
is ready to cooperate to the fullest extent 
possible.

Report of Appraisal Committee—Selec- 
tion of Appraiser for the Detroit Hotel and 
Kewpee Restaurant— 


The Real Estate Committee met on 
Thursday, June 18, 1970 and reviewed the 
proposals from the five appraisers and made 
their recommendation to the Board. New 
appraisals are to be prepared on Parcels 
4-2 (Kewpee Restaurant) and 10-19 (De- 
troit Hotel), Project No. 1, Mich. R-87, and 
therefore, at the request of Mr. Jessop, 
Mr. Zimmerman gave a background res- 
ume: 


Detroit Hetel, Parcel 10-19—During the 
last few months, negotiations have been 
taking place in an effort to acquire the De- 
troit Hotel Property. Mr. Zimmerman and 
Mr. King have discussed the matter with 
Mr. Thomas Sinas, Atorney for the prop- 
erty owner. The property owner was agree- 
able to a stipulation provided that he re- 
tained the right to contest total value in 
court. At that time, Mr. Zimmerman in- 
formed Mr. Sinas that a new appraisal 
would be required to establish a current 
fair market value. Mr. Zimmerman felt 
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that prompt action was necessary; there- 
fore, he met with Mayor Graves and Coun- 
cilman Belen, as well as informing the City 
Council of the activities, so that approval 
could be obtained. Two appraisers sub- 
mitted proposals; Mr. Hannibal Abood’s 
proposal was for $3,000 and Mr. Emil Gal- 
las’ proposal was for $2,000. The Real Es- 
tate Committee recommended to the Board 
that Mr. Gallas be retained as the ap- 
praiser; his contract is being processed so 
that the appraisal can be completed by 
August 1, 1970. The Director asked for 
Board approval, ’ 


Kewpee Restaurant, Parcel 4-2 — Mr. 
Zimmerman continued his report by stating 
that there has been continuous negotia- 
tions on Parcel 4-2. The matter has been 
recently discussed with Mr. Lester Turner, 
Attorney for the combined interest, and 
that the most reasonable method of setting 
forth a market value would be to have a 
new appraisal, convey title and reserve 
the right to contest value. 


Mr. Hilley commented that if these two 
parcels could be acquired it would leave 
only one parcel in Project No. 1 unac- 
quired—the Broadway Lunch. Mr. Zim- 
merman continued by saying that the owner 
of the Broadway Lunch still refuses to 
negotiate . . . the Mayor, Councilmen and 
several interested citizens have been un- 
successful in communicating with her. 


Mr. Jessop stated that the Appraisal 
Committee has heard the explanations of 
the negotiations and he and the rest of 
the committee feel that a new appraisal 
should be made to arrive at the highest 
current fair market value.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Report of Condemnation Action by 
Mr. Bruce King; in regard to Parcel 10-19, 
Detroit Hotel; Parcel 10-4, Broadway 
Lunch and Parcel 4-2, Kewpee Restaurant. 


Mr. King reported on the status of the 
condemnation action for Project No. 1, as 
follows: The cases are now in the Court 
of Appeals—Last Fall, the legislation which 
was signed into law allowed the City to 
exempt itself in Project No. 1 from com- 
plying with Act 189, and the Council took 
the necessary action. Mr. King has filed 
a motion to have the appeal dismissed, 
Although, this could be delayed by a cross 
appeal on the briefs, he anticipated that 
the final decision would be reached in two 
or three months on, both, the issue of 
“necessity” and the “motion to dismiss.” 
He also stated that he concurs in the stipu- 
lation for the Detroit Hotel and Kewpee 
Restaurant so that acquisition can be com- 
pleted as soon as possible. 


Mr. Eschbach questioned Mr. King in 
regard to the anticipated length of time 
to reach a decision; he asked if it could 
possibly take one year. Mr. King replied 
that he is optimistic that acquisition of 
Parcels 4-2 and 10-19 would lead to a suc- 
cessful outcome with Parcel 10-4, 


B. Status of Disposition, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87. 


1. Parking Ramps—Parcel 4 and 5A, 
Capitol Avenue— 


The plans have advanced on this Parking 
Ramp so that the working construction 
plans should be finished by September. 


Parcel 14, Grand Avenue—The construc- 
tion plans for this ramp were scheduled 
for completion in approximately February 
or March. 


City Council has weighed the conse- 
quences of the parking problems in the 
downtown area as well as considered the 
rising cost of construction, and with the 
Leonard Building completed, Michigan Bell 
nearly completed and the progress on the 
Michigan Dental Building and Community 
Service Building, the need for the parking 
ramps is apparent; therefore, the decision 
was made to build the two ramps simul- 
taneously, 


2. The South 80 feet of Parcel 12, Eagle 
Restaurant and Lounge Proposal—Progress 
is being made with this proposal, however, 
it has been delayed due to the workload of 
their architect. The preliminary plans 
should be finished in approximately one 
week and the construction plans in three 
to four weeks; they have obtained their 
financing. 
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C. Scheduling the Demolition of the 
Tussing Building, Acquisition Parcel 8-8— 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that there are 
three businesses remaining in the Tussing 
Building . . . Paramount News Center, 
Art Theatres, Inc., and Mac’s Cigar Store. 
They were given a tentative date of April, 
1970 for relocation, however, since there 
has not been any urgency, it appears that 
the three businesses have not made any 
effort to relocate. It is now advisable to 
establish a time-schedule for the reloca- 
tion of the remaining businesses. During 
the last year, the records indicate that the 
City is constantly losing money, For ex- 
ample: during the period from June 1969 
to December 1969, the loss per month after 
paying operating costs (the utilities, main- 
tenance expense, taxes and insurance) is 
$1,114; during January and February 1970, 
the loss per month, after paying the operat- 
ing costs is $577. In addition to these con- 
tributing factors, the Michigan Bell Build- 
ing has been built one-foot from the prop- 
erty line and they need to finish their rear 
access, which would make a difference of 
from 12 to 265 feet for the access to the 
building. 


Mr. Eschbach questioned moving three 
businesses out of the downtown area unless 
there is an interested developer for the 
parcel or some other very substantial rea- 
son, Mr. Zimmerman stated that there is 
not an interested developer, at the present 
time; however, if the parcel can be made 
available it would be more appealing to a 
developer. 


Mr. Ramey reminded the Board Members 
of their past experiences with various busi- 
nessmen in the project area ... although 
the Board’s first concern has been for the 
welfare of businessmen within the project 
area, continuous delay resulted. Also, in 
addition to the maintenance costs, the con- 
dition of the building is a safety factor. 


Mr. Russel agreed that a date for reloca- 
tion of the three businesses should be es- 
tablished. 


Mr. Fink commented that, although the 
Board is concerned about the three remain- 
ing businesses, it is also the Board’s re- 
sponsibility to make a parcel of land en- 
ticing to future developers—vacant land is 
more desirable. 


Mr. Griffin agreed that the target date 
for relocation should be established. 


Mr. Zimmerman pointed out that under 
the present conditions it is very difficult, 
if not impossible, for Mr. Richardson, the 
Business Relocation Officer, to even discuss 
relocation with them; their attitude seems 
to be that there is no urgency, so why do 
anything. Therefore, it is advisable that 
they be relocated by a date of approxi- 
mately April 1, 1971. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin that 
the Board recommend to City Council that 
a time-schedule should be established for 
the Demolition of the Tussing Building, 

Pd 
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Acquisition Parcel 8-8, Urban Renewal 
Project No. 1, Mich. 87, and for relocating 
the three businesses (Paramount News Cen- 
ter, Arts Theatres, Inc. and Mac’s Cigar 
Store) is to be established as on/or before 
April 1, 1971. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D. Brochure On The Washington Avenue 
Mall— 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
presentation of the Mall Plans on June 
ist, several businessmen along the Mall, 
have expressed additional interest in the 
Mall. He has met with them and it was 
suggested that a brochure on the Mall 
would be beneficial, and also another meet- 
ing scheduled which would include other 
downtown businessmen. For the purpose 
of background information for the Board, 
he has discussed the possibility of prepar- 
ing a brochure with the firm who prepared 
the last Progress Report for Urban Re- 
newal. 


Mr. Ramey suggested that the Brochure 
be prepared to relate to the buildings in 
the existing 100, 200 and 300 Blocks of 
North Washington and Mr. Zimmerman 
replied that he felt that this would be 
material for the Progress Report and it 
would be better not to combine the two 
reports. 


Mr. Russell stated that proposals should 
be obtained from various firms and the 
selection made according to the usual pro- 
cedures, 


Discussion continued—-whether to prepare 
a brochure on the Mall or a combined Mall 
Brochure and Progress Report. Mr. Zim- 
merman suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to select which concept for the 
brochure should be followed, and prepare a 
list of firms to be contacted for the pur- 
pose of requesting proposals to prepare the 
brochure, 


Chairman Hilley appointed Mr. Duane 
Russell and Mr. Russell Fink to serve on 
the Mall Brochure Committee. 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey that 
Mr. Zimmerman, Mr. Fink and Mr, Rus- 
sell be directed to serve as a committee to 
select the type of brochure . . . a combi- 
nation brochure or a Mall Brochure only 
. .. and to obtain layout and fees from 
various firms. The results of the commit- 
tee’s decision is to be reported at the next 
regular Board Meeting. 


Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


At this point, Mr. Zimmerman asked the 
Board their opinion in regard to naming 
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the Mall; whether this would be an appro- 
priate time, and what method should be 
used, such as contacting the Downtown 
Business Division and the Chamber of 
Commerce. Members of the Board sug- 
gested also that a contest be held and per- 
haps the news media utilized. 


Mr. Hilley suggested that the Director, 
Mr. Fink and Mr. Russell include “pro- 
motion of a name for the mall” in their 
committee activities and report the results 
at the next Board Meeting. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Letter of response in regard to the Wash- 
ington Avenue Mall Plans—Chief Alber’s 
letter concerning Lansing’s Insurance Rat- 
ing. 


Mr. Hilley explained that Mr. Alber’s 
letter was in response to a request made at 
the presentation of the Mall Plans on June 
1st. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained Chief Alber’s 
letter covered two concerns, (1) Whether 
construction of the mall, as it is proposed, 
will change Lansing’s Insurance rating, 
and he informed the Board that according 
to the Michigan Inspection Bureau (Jack- 
son Office) that it would not change the 
classification, (2) However, if during an 
evaluation, the Bureau found objectionable 
conditions such as blocking of fire lanes— 
not necessarily fire lanes in the mall itself, 
but throughout the total community—it 
may affect Lansing’s insurance rating. In 
light of this, he recently recommended to 
City Council an Ordinance which would 
provide for the removal of vehicles blocking 
fire lanes, throughout the community. 


The Board Members discussed the possi- 
bility of backing the ordinance and deter- 
mined that this was out of their jurisdic- 
tion, that this is a matter beyond urban 
renewal, 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


Mr. Griffin brought up the fact that there 
has not been a response to the Board’s re- 
quest to the Personnel Director, Mr. Bod- 
win, in regard to the re-evaluation of the 
Director and Assistant Director’s Classifi- 
cation. 


Mr, Russell, as Chairman of the Person- 
nel Committee for the Board, stated that 
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he felt it is a very appropriate time to 
pursue this matter and action should be 
taken in the near future, 


A motion was made by Mr. Ramey that 
a letter should be written, on behalf of the 
Board, to Mr. Bodwin and refer to their 
previous communication as well as the fact 
that they are still vitally interested in 
having a study made on these two posi- 
tions and consideration given to a higher 
classification. Supported by Mr. Russell, 


Motion carried unanimously. 


NEW BUSINESS 


In recognition of Mr. James Ramey’s out- 
standing contribution as a Redevelopment 
Board Member, Chairman Hilley introduced 
a resolution. A motion was made by Mr. 
Eschbach to adopt this resolution. Sup- 
ported by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Ramey acknowledged the resolution 
and expressed his appreciation. He stated 
that he will remain vitally interested in the 
activities of the Redevelopment Board and 
will lend support to urban renewal wher- 
ever possible. 


EXCUSED ABSENCES 
A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
grant an excused absence to Mr. Clarence 
Rosa. Supported by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


HEARING OF DELEGATIONS

There were no other nominations; the 
nominations were closed, 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to cast 
a unanimous ballot for Mr. Glenn Hilley as 
Chairman. Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Zimmerman asked for nominations 
from the floor for Vice Chairman. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
Nominate Mr. Lane Jessop as Vice Chair- 
man. Supported by Mr. Griffin. 


Mr. Zimmerman asked for other nomina- 
tions (Mr. Russell was nominated, but de- 
elined) ; there were no other nominations. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that the 
nominations be closed and a unanimous 
ballot was cast for Mr. Lane Jessop as 
Vice Chairman, Supported by Mr. Griffin, 


Motion carried unanimously. 


The meeting continued ; conducted by Mr. 
Glenn Hilley. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
approve the minutes of the June 23, 1970 
ce as mailed. Supported by Mr. Rus- 
sell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Washington Avenue Mall Brochure and 
Name of Mall—Mr, Russell, Chairman of 
the Mall Brochure Committee, reviewed the 
Ayes which were suggested for the Mall, 
to date, 


He advised the Board that a meeting has 
been held with several businessmen from 
the Urban Renewal Area and Downtown 
Business Division Members for the purpose 
of obtaining their suggestions prior to re- 
questing proposals to prepare a brochure. 


It was decided to request a proposal fee 
for a complete brochure, an alternative fee 
for a cover brochure and a sliding scale 
for additional copies. Five firms sub- 
mitted proposals. Prior to their submis- 
sion, during a one-hour personal interview, 
guidelines for preparing the brochure were 
given to each firm and a sample copy of 
the type of brochure being requested was 
reviewed. Three of the five firms were re- 
called for one-half hour sessions, each, to 
clarify certain items so that all firms would 
be given a fair opportunity to submit their 
material on a competitive basis. The com- 
mittee recommendation to the Redevelop- 
ment Board was to contract for the services 
of General Pictures. 


Mr. Rosa asked for the distribution figure 
on the last progress report and Mr. Zim- 
merman replied that we had 3,000 copies 
which were an ample supply; however, the 
Mall Brochure will be more widely distrib- 
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uted since they will be used by the Down- 
town Businessmen and Chamber of Com- 
merce in addition to the usual requests. 


Mr. Griffin asked if the Mall will be re- 
named prior to printing the brochure and 
Mr. Zimmerman stated that this will be 
done so that it will be incorporated within 
the brochure, 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council that the Mall Brochure be pre- 
pared and the professional services of 
General Pictures Inc, be approved to pre- 
pare the brochure at an amount not to 
exceed $8,064 with a $300 contingency. 
Supported by Mr. Jessop. 


Mr. Rosa asked if there would be any 
problems or misunderstandings with the 
firm selected ; that is, if there might be any 
additional cost, Mr. Zimmerman replied 
that, specific guidelines were established 
and each page of the sample copy of the 
brochure was discussed, slides and/or ren- 
derings provided, as well as a definite re- 
quest in regard to what is expected for 
each page. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Sign Controls incorporated in the revised 
Development Plan for Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87—Mr. Hilley stated that upon being 
notified by Central Advertising Company 
that they were dissatisfied with the Sign 
Regulations which have been incorporated 
in the proposed revisions to the Develop- 
ment Plan for Urban Renewal Project No. 
1, a meeting was scheduled for the purpose 
of giving Central Advertising and their 
attorney an opportunity to express their 
ideas and dissatisfaction to members of the 
Board, the Director and City Counci] Com- 
mittee on Redevelopment. Central Adver- 
tising stated that they felt the restrictions 
were too stringent. Mr. Zimmerman said 
that the results of the meeting was that 
. . « Central Advertising would submit 
their ideas prior to the Board Meeting so 
that they could be presented for Board 
consideration. He did not receive any re- 
sponse from Central Advertising ; therefore, 
he contacted Mr. Lorencen and his reply 
was that he did not have anything pre- 
pared. Another meeting was suggested, 
however, it was not possible to complete a 
survey of the other cities and their sign 
regulations, requested by Councilman Belen, 
and schedule a meet. Upon receiving the 
material concerning sign regulations from 
various cities, it was turned over to Mr. 
Guernsey for an analysis. 


Mr. Guernsey and Mr. Shoemaker sum- 
marized their analysis for the Redevelop- 
ment Board as follows: 


Mr. Guernsey stated that in regard to 
the sign regulations it is only proper that 
all concerned have an equal opportunity to 
make comments and work toward the bet- 
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terment of the City by developing a rea- 
sonable set of rules. He continued by say- 
ing that Lansing does have a sign code... 
that is, a sign ordinance through the Build- 
ing Department, which covers the kinds of 
material, safety and health factors of the 
signs and limited controls regarding set 
backs, It is an ordinance adopted in 1942. 


Mr. Shoemaker distributed copies of his 
analysis of the codes on sign regulations 
which compared other cities with Lansing ; 
then he continued with a slide presentation 
which depicted the results of the restric- 
tions and non-restrictions on sign enforce- 
ment codes, 


Mr. Griffin asked for suggestions in re- 
gard to what has been done in cther cities 
to enforce a sign ordinance, and Mr. Shoe- 
maker responded by saying that one way 
would be to have someone specific assigned 
to this, perhaps a building inspector, some- 
one who could provide answers to problems 
immediately as they arise. 


At this point in the discussion, Mr. Zim- 
merman reminded the Board Members that 
the sign regulations are included in the 
revised Development Plans for Project No. 
1 and the Public Hearing is scheduled for 
August 10, 1970, 7:30 p.m., City Council 
Chambers. He asked for support from the 
Board Members. 


Washington Avenue Mall Brochure —- It 
was requested that the Brochure be dis- 
cussed again at this point. 


Mr. Fink stated that although he could 
not attend the committee meetings, he had 
reviewed the minutes recorded for each 
interview, also he had attended the evalua- 
tion committee meeting and it appeared 
that General Pictures was the recommenda- 
tion; however, upon further consideration, 
he had reservations now. He requested that 
the figures be rechecked. Mr. Zimmerman 
and Mr. Russell concurred that this should 
be done and if there is any question, it 
could affect the committee’s decision. It 
was the consensus of the Board that if it 
is necessary to recommend another firm to 
prepare the brochures, they would prefer 
another Board meeting. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Request for Concurrence—Irremovable 
Fixtures for Parcel 7-7, Project No. 1, 
Mich, R-87 (Heath’s) 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he had re- 
ceived the fixture appraisal on Heath’s 
Jewelry property, Parcel 7-7. This ap- 
praisal was prepared by S. M. Dix Com- 
pany; it has been reviewed by the staff 
and submitted to HUD for their approval. 
He further advised the Board that HUD 
has concurred in a cost not to exceed value 
of $4,705. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to rec- 
ommend to City Council that they authorize 
the purchase of the irremovalbe fixtures 
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for Parcel 7-7, Project No, 1, Mich. R-87 
(Heath’s) for an amount not to exceed 
$4,705 as concurred in by HUD. Supported 
by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


B. Status of Disposition, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87 


1. High Rise for the Elderly Proposal, 
Parcels 2A and 3— 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that a meeting 
was held with Housing Development Com- 
pany representatives, the members of the 
Proposal Review Committee (Housing Com- 
mission Members and Redevelopment Board 
Members), to resolve a recent problem con- 
cerning a stairway on the building to be 
constructed. It was resolved that the 
plans would stay as originally approved; 
the stairway will remain on the outside. 


Mr. Zimmerman further advised the 
Board that Housing Development Company 
has obtained their building permit, signed 
the Contract for Sale of Land with the Re- 
development Department and the Contract 
with the Housing Commission for the com- 
pleted facility; therefore, the date for the 
transfer of title has been set for Friday, 
July 31, 1970. Also, the ground breaking 
ceremony has been scheduled for Monday, 
August 8, 1970, 9:30 a.m. 


2. Lansing Area Redevelopment Com- 
pany, Parcel 15 (Status of Contract for 
Sale of Land) 


Mr. Zimmerman briefly reviewed the ac- 
tivities which have taken place up to this 
time and explained that due to the Mayor's 
concern in regard to the contract being 
unsigned, a meeting was held in the 
Mayor’s Office with the LARC representa- 
tives for the purpose of resolving this mat- 
ter. It was explained that the reason for 
the Contract by and between the City of 
Lansing and the Lansing Area Redevelop- 
ment Company being unsigned was due to 
the litigation involving properties located 
in the First Block and the City’s inability 
to deliver the land to the Developer. 


As a result of the meeting, it was sug- 
gested that the contract be revised to pro- 
vide for delivery of land to the Developer 
upon the City of Lansing having title to 
all properties located in the First Block. 


Mr. Zimmerman advised the Board that 
since that meeting Mr, James Park, At- 
torney for LARC, and Mr. Bruce King, 
Special Assistant City Attorney, have pre- 
pared the revised Contract for Sale of Land, 
He further advised the Board that as soon 
as the revisions are completed it will be 
necessary for the Board to meet, for the 
purpose of considering the revisions and 
make their recommendation to City Council. 


C. Report on Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 
Mr. Zimmerman reported to the Board 
that there has been very little response 
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from HUD in regard to the Loan and Grant 
Application for Project No. 2. HUD is 
eurrently reviewing the application and, 
in doing so, have made some inquiries for 
the purpose of clarification. These inquir- 
ies have been minimal and have been re- 
solved. HUD further commented that they 
expect to have the review completed by 
August 31, 1970. Mr. Zimmerman con- 
tinued by stating that if the application 
is approved by the Regional Office then it 
will be forwarded to Washington for fund- 
ing. However, he explained that due to 
HUD’s policy, he will not be advised of the 
application being forwarded to Washing- 
ton; in the past, HUD has responded by 
stating that the application is still being 
processed. 


D. Report on Project No. 3 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he has not 
received any communication of any type on 
Project No. 3. 


Mr. Rosa asked Mr. Heuer, a resident of 
the area, as well as the Chairman of the 
Citizen’s District Council No. 8 and a liai- 
son representative of Model Cities, how the 
people who live in the area feel; are they 
comfortable with the present conditions? 


Mr. Heuer replied, ‘‘they say the project 
is dead, they are more relaxed.” 


Mr. Zimmerman stated, again, that his 
primary concern has been the people and 
whether action to rescind the project should 
be completed or whether it should be de- 
layed longer. Mr. Heuer replied that they 
have waited this long, it could be held off 
a little longer. 


Mr. Zimmerman asked if it would be ap- 
propriate to hold a Citizens’ District Coun- 
cil No. 3 meeting and obtain the reaction 
of the committee. It was agreed that this 
should be done and a report made to the 
Redevelopment Board at their next regu- 
larly scheduled meeting. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Copy of a Letter from the Greater Lansing 
Legal Aid Bureau regarding objections to 
the Residency Requirement Policy for Re- 
location Assistance (dated July 20, 1970). 


Mr. Zimmerman explained the letter, 
dated July 20, 1970, which was a result of 
a previous discussion between Mr. Cowan 
and Mr. William Urich from the Legal Aid 
Bureau concerning their objection to the 
priority assignment system used by the Re- 
location Office. 


Mr. Cowan stated his position in the 
matter by saying that the majority of the 
people who request his assistance are of 
low income and they are in need. The sys- 
tem used in his office was the result of a 
need to determine priority and is used ex- 
cept for extreme emergency conditions... 
they take precedence. He stated that after 
considering the matter, he feels that there 
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should be a termination to the residency 
waiting period for relocation service and 
in public housing. 


After much discussion and questioning 
by the Board Members, Mr. Griffin asked 
Mr. Cowan if he meant that he wished to 
rescind his own action. Mr. Cowan ans- 
wered, “yes,” in the beginning these were 
established as guidelines and they have 
used it, but they, also, have taken care of 
the extreme emergency cases. Now, he is 
asking for a recommendation to City Coun- 
eil that will allow termination of the re- 
strictions. 


Mr. Jessop asked Mr. Cowan if City 
Council] approved the rules and procedures 
which were established and Mr. Cowan said 
that City Council was aware of the rules, 
they had received copies of the “rules and 
procedures,” 


The consensus of the Board was that the 
matter should be considered further and a 
legal opinion requested from Mr. King, 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell that 
Mr. Bruce King, Special Assistant City 
Attorney, reviewed the letters and the resi- 
dency requirement policy and prepare his 
legal opinion prior to the Board making a 
recommendation to City Council, Supported 
by Mr. Jessop. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


None. 


NEW BUSINESS 


Status of the Court of Appeals decision on 
Condemnation, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87— 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the deci- 
sion of the Court of Appeals is that the 
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case be dismissed as mute, primarily due 
to the changing of the law, whereby the 
City was granted the right to exempt them- 
selves from the Citizens’ District Council 
requirement for Project No. 1 and recom- 
mended the case be returned to the Cir- 
cuit Court. On Tuesday, July 28th, (the 
day of this meeting) Mr. King was notified 
that there is to be a re-hearing on the 
Court of Appeals decision as being mute. 
This is scheduled to be on the Court docket 
August 4, 1970. At the same time they are 
asking for additional time to submit briefs. 


Mr. Rosa asked, “what properties are 
affected by the appeal?” Mr. Zimmerman 
replied, ‘Detroit Hotel, Parcel 10-19; Broad- 
way Lunch, Parcel 10-4; and Kewpee Res- 
taurant, Parcel 4-2. 


EXCUSED ABSENCES 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
grant an excused absence to Mr. Eschbach. 
Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


HEARING OF DELEGATIONS AND 
INDIVIDUALS 


None.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Selection of Firm to prepare the Washing- 
ton Avenue Mall Brochure 


Mr. Russell stated that at the last regu- 
larly scheduled Board meeting, his com- 
mittee reconmmended the firm of General 
Pictures to be selected for the purpose of 
preparing the Mall Brochure; however, at 
that meeting there was a misunderstanding 
in regard to the proposal fee submitted by 
General Pictures. Therefore, the commit- 
tee asked that their recommendation, Gen- 
eral Pictures, be held in abeyance until 
they had an opportunity to recheck the pro- 
posal fee of this firm and all other proposal 
fees which were submitted. 


After checking each proposal fee and 
consulting with each firm, it was deter- 
mined that there had been a misunderstand- 
ing. Therefore, the committee is making 
a request to withdraw their recommenda- 
tion of the firm, General Pictures, and, in 
turn, recommended to the Board that 
Grafek Arts, Incorporated be selected. 


Mr. Fink inquired whether Grafek Arts 
would include a two-color insert within 
their fee of $4,162 and Mr. Russell stated 
that the two-color insert was not included ; 


however, for an additional $500, it could 
be included. 


Mr. Fink stated that he felt that this 
would improve the quality of the brochure 
and recommended that the additional $500 
be included for the two-color insert .. . 
therefore, making the total not to exceed 
contract fee in the amount of $4,662 plus 
a@ $150 contingency factor. 


The motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
recommend to City Council that the Mayor 
and City Clerk be authorized and directed 
to sign a contract by and between the City 
of Lansing and Grafek Arts, Inc. for their 
professional services, for the purpose of 
preparing the Mall Brochure with the two- 
color insert, for a maximum amount not 
to exceed $4,662 with a $150 contingency 
factor,

REPORT OF OFFICERS 


Discussion in regard to naming of the Mall 


Mr. Hilley opened the discussion by in- 
forming the Board Members that Mr. 
Charles White from the Downtown Busi- 
ness Division has appointed Mr. Don Shep- 
ard and Mr. Richard Neller to serve on a 
committee from the DBD to work with Mr. 
Russell Fink, Mr. Duane Russell and Mr. 
Richard Zimmerman to plan and initiate 
procedures for the purpose of promoting 
interest in naming the mall. 


Various suggestions which were made and 
will be considered by the Committee were: 


1. The possibility of changing the mall 
identification. 


2. Giving consideration to making the area 
so that people will identify with down- 
town Lansing (the business addresses 
will not change, they will remain Wash- 
ington Avenue), 


8. Prepare promotional material, request- 
ing suggestions, to be distributed at the 
next Chamber of Commerce Meeting, 
(Tuesday, August 11, 1970). 
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4. Appoint someone in particular to carry 
out the procedures which will serve to 
create public interest; a contest was 
suggested, 


5. The Mall Brochure might be prepared 
and not named; use it to create inter- 
est, as it is vital that the name create 
an image for the downtown area that 
will remain. The matter is vitally im- 
portant and should not be hurried. 


It was decided that Mr. Shepard would 
give the information to the Secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce so that interest 
can be initated at the Chamber’s next 
meeting. 


The committee will meet, discuss the 
above items and report at the Redevelop- 
ment Board Meeting on August 25th. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


LARC Proposal, Parcel 15, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87 


At the last Board Meeting, Mr. Zimmer- 
man explained the status of the LARC 
Proposal. Since that meeting, Mr. Bruce 
King and Mr. James Park, attorneys for 
the City and LARC, respectively, have been 
preparing the revised Contract for Sale of 
Land and it has been finalized. He stated 
that, in the past, due to the City’s inability 
to make the land available to the deveolper, 
the contract has been pending. Mr. Zim- 
merman and Mr. King proceeded to explain 
the revisions in Section 5 and Section 8 
within the Terms and Conditions of the 
Contract for Sale of Land. 


Mr. Fink inquired about what the time 
factor would be for delivery of the deed to 
the property, to the Lansing Area Rede- 
velopment Company, Mr. Zimmerman an- 
swered that it would be consistent with the 
time factor mentioned in Section 5 of the 
Contract; however, Section 8 of the Con- 
tract sets forth the maximum time element 
of 12 months, from the beginning, after 
obtaining the title to the Broadway Lunch 
and the Detroit Hotel. 


Mr. Zimmerman proceeded to inform the 
Board that Mr. James Park, Attorney for 
LARC, had informed him that LARC is 
in the process of reorganization and upon 
completion, they will submit a Statement 
of Public Disclosure, identifying the indi- 
viduals who have an interest in LARC. As 
soon as this is completed, Mr. Park stated 
that he would be happy to meet with the 
Board for the purpose of advising them in 
regard their reorganization status. 


A motion was made by Mr. Griffin to 
recommend to City Council approval of the 
revisions made in Section 5 and 8, Part 1, 
Terms and Conditions, Contract for Sale 
of Land by and between the City of Lan- 
sing and the Lansing Area Redevelopment 
Company. Specifically, the revisions to the 
contract are as follows: 
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Previously, Section 8 of the Terms and 
Conditions did not have any special provi- 
sions listed; however, it now reads— 


SECTON 8—SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


Notwithstanding the provisions of Sec- 
tion 2 (b), “Time and Place for Delivery 
of Deed” and Section 5, “Time for Certain 
Other Actions’ it is hereby stipulated and 
agreed that the time provisions within Sec- 
tion 2 (b) and Section 5 shall not com- 
mence to run against the Redeveloper until 
such time as the Agency has acquired legal 
title to the last of two (2) unsecured par- 
cels located within Parcel 15, to-wit: The 
Detroit Hotel and the Broadway Lunch. At 
the time the Agency acquires legal title 
thereto, and upon written notification of 
such to the Redeveloper by the agency the 
time provisions of Section 6 shall com- 
mence and the time and place for delivery 
of deed and possession of the property shall 
occur no later than twelve (12) months 
from said time of commencement. 


SECTION 5 

TIME FOR CERTAIN OTHER ACTIONS 

This section of the contract pertains to 
the time requirements for submission of 
the construction plans, the corrections, and 
evidence of eqiuty capital and mortgage 
financing. Section 5 has been revised in 
the following manner: 


a) Time for Submission of Construction 
Plans— Delete 30 days; Insert 180 days. 


b) Time for Submission of Corrected Con- 
struction Plans—Delete 30 days; Insert 
60 days. 

c) Maximum Time for Approved Construc- 
tion Plans—Delete 150 days; Insert 60 
days. ; 

d) Time for Agency Action on Change in 
Construction Plans—Not changed, it re- 
mains 30 days. 

e) Time for Submission of Evidence of 
Equity Capital and Mortgage financing— 
Delete 60 days; Insert 90 days. 
Suported by Mr. Eschbach.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Revised Development Plan for Project 
No. 1, Mich. R-87 


(1) Sign Controls in relation to the Public 
Hearing—Resume of the Public Hear- 
ing submitted to the Board. 


As a result of the Public Hearing, it was 
determined by the Mayor Pro Tem Louis 
Adado and City Council that the section 
pertaining to sign regulations within the 
Development Plan, as revised, needed fur- 
ther study. They recommended that a 
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committee be appointed for this purpose 
and the matter was referred to the Mayor 
for the appointments. 


Acting upon the Council recommendation, 
Mayor Graves appointed the committee and 
submitted it to City Council on August 17, 
1970. Those appointed were: Roger T. 
May, City Council; Raymond Guernsey, 
Planning; Richard L. Zimmerman, Rede- 
velopment; Robert J. Arthur from Consu- 
mers Power and a member of the DBD. As 
resource personnel: Max Lorencen, Cen- 
tral Advertising; and Richard Kositchek, 
from Kositchek Bros., Businessman and a 
member of the DBD. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the com- 
mittee will meet in the near future so 
that their recommendations can be finalized 
within 80 days. He also stated that since 
there is not any opposition to the other 
revisions in the plans, he has requested 
that City Council adopt the plan changes 
with the exception of the section pertain- 
ing to sign regulations and advised the 
Board that this will necessitate another 
Public Hearing on sign regulations at a 
later date, 


Mr. Rosa asked for a recap of the other 
plan revisions and Mr, Zimmerman re- 
sponded as follows: “There are commercial 
uses on the ground level of the parking 
ramp, pedestrian walkways, expansion of 
the mall in the 400 Block of North Wash- 
ington Avenue, closing of West Genesee 
Street for a pedestrian walkway and air 
rights over Ottawa Street for a pedestrian 
bridge connecting the First Block Develop- 
ment and the parking ramp.” 


(2) Support of the Sign Controls by the 
Planning Board—a copy of this letter 
stating their position was submitted to 
the Board. 


The Planning Boerd unanimously recom- 
mended, by resolution, that City Council 
approve the sign regulations for the re- 
vised Development Plan, Project No. 1, 
Mich. R-87, with the exception that the fol- 
lowing statement be deleted from Para- 
graph 2, Pages 5 and 6, after the words 
“shall be permitted” omit the words, ‘ex- 
cept that public tax supported, educational 
institutions may erect free standing signs.” 


(3) Sign at Board of Water and Light, 
Ottawa Street Station. 


A letter, dated August 12, 1970, from the 
Board of Water and Light was read. It 
stated that they have purchased a sign and 
propose to install it on the Ottawa Street 
Station. (A photograph depicting the new 
Sign was displayed for review by the Board 
Members.) The letter stated that the sign 
is to consist of individual neon lighted 
letters and to project approximately 18” 
to 24” from the face of the plant wall. 

Mr. Zimmerman stated that this type of 
a sign would not be consistent with the 
regulations as proposed, 


Mr. Hilley asked each Board Member 
for his comments and they responded as 
follows : 


SEPTEMBER 28, 1970 


Mr. Russell: No comment. 


Mr. Eschbach: ‘‘The Board of Water and 
Light has spent a lot of money on this sign 
and I feel sure it will be welcome and fit 
in with the project.” 


Mr. Hilley: “Apparently someone wasn’t 
aware of the fact that we were preparing 
these sign regulations.” 


Mr. Eschbach: “It was brought up in a 
Board of Water and Light Meeting that 
they were not identified and they wanted 
to be identified in the downtown area.” 


Mr. Rosa: “The neon lighting and the 
projection would not conform.” 


Mr. Jessop: “Perhaps it has been over- 
looked that the height of a building would 
make a difference; a high above-ground 
sign may need more projection.” 


Mr Shaw: “No comment.” 


Mr. Russell: “I think that this should 
be discussed with Mr, Erickson of the Board 
of Water and Light.” 


Mr. Eschbach: “I wonder whether the 
discussion is premature, the Mayor has ap- 
pointed a committee to determine the size 
of the signs and how they should be used, 
we should wait for the outcome of their 
decision.” 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Director answer the communication 
from the Board of Water and Light re- 
questing that they defer the installation of 
the Ottawa Street Station Sign (for the 
purpose of making their sign consistent 
with the future sign regulations), until 
after the Mayor’s committee has completed 
their study of the sign regulations. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Mr. Rosa felt that the Board of Water 
and Light had requested approval or dis- 
approval from the Redevelopment Board; 
therefore, he stated that he would support 
the motion, but felt that the Board of 
Water and Light should be given an an- 
Swer .. . approval or disapproval. 


Motion carried—In Favor (5); Opposed 
(1)—Mr. Rosa. 


B. Grand Avenue Parking Ramp, Parcel 
14, Project No. 1—Omission of Drive-in 
Banking Facilities. 


Mr. Zimmerman informed the Board that 
the City Council] Buildings and Properties 
Committee has decided to omit the Drive- 
in Banking Facilities previously proposed 
for the Grand Avenue Parking Ramp. This 
action is the result of recent discussions 
with the Banks and the current lack of 
interest by the Banks. The ramp will be 
designed totally for parking ; however, the 
ground level will be designed so that at a 
later date it can be converted to other uses. 
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C. Report on Citizens’ District Council No. 
3 Meeting. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that a meeting 
was held with the Citizen’s District Council 
No. 3 on August 18, 1970, One purpose for 
the meeting was to obtain the reaction of 
the members of the committee and give 
them an opportunity to report on the pulse 
of the community in regard to the inde- 
cisive state of the proposed project; then 
sea their reaction to the Redevelopment 

joard. 


A resume was read to the Redevelopment 
Board which indicated the feelings of each 
member who attended the meeting. The 
consensus was that the people are con- 
cerned about the deterioration continuing 
in the area; they want a decision. As a 
result, a letter was written to Secretary 
Romney, Department of Housing and 
Urban Development from the Citizens’ Dis- 
trict Council, stating how they feel and 
requesting an answer in the near future in 
regard to funding of the project. 


The Redevelopment Board expressed their 
approval that this letter has been written. 


D. Status of Acquisition, Project No. 1, 
Mich, R-87. 


(1) Request for approval to purchase ir- 
removable fixtures, Parcel 7-13, (Rich’s 
Bar, Senate Grill). 


For the purpose of requesting Board 
recommendation, Mr. Zimmerman reported 
that new irremovable fixture appraisals by 
S. M. Dix have been completed on Parcel 
7-18 (Rich’s Bar and Senate Grill), The 
lapse of time, changing and adding of 
equipment and rising costs all contributed 
to a different value being placed on the 
fixtures. The new appraisal on Rich’s Bar 
for iremovable fixtures is an amount of 
$9,363 and the new appraisal on Senate 
Grill for irremovable fixtures is an amount 
of $11,889. HUD has concurred in these 
new appraisals. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
recommend to City Council approval to pur- 
chase the irremovable fixtures of Parcel 
7-18, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 (which in- 
eludes Rich’s Bar and Senate Grill). The 
amount not to exceed of $9,363 payable to 
Rich’s Bar and the amount not to exceed 
of $11,889 payable to Senate Grill as con- 
curred in by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


Motion carried unanimously, 


(2) Detroit Hotel, Parcel 10-19 


The new appraisal has been made on the 
Detroit Hotel and during the past two 
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weeks, negotiations have been taking place. 
An offer of $100,000 was made which was 
less than they asked, They have now ac- 
cepted and Mr. Zimmerman requested 
Board approval to authorize the purchase 
of the Detroit Hotel (included with the 
building are the fixtures and furnishings). 
Upon City Council approval, the date set 
for transfer of title is September 4, 1970, 
with 60 day occupancy, thereafter. The 
building is scheduled for demolition under 
Demolition Contract No. 12. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council authorization te purchase Par- 
cel 10-19, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87, De- 
troit Hotel, 111 North Grand, for an 
amount not to exceed $100,000 payable to 
the Escrow Account of the Transamerica 
Title Insurance Company, subject to the 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment concurring in the recently submitted 
real estate appraisal of the Detroit Hotel. 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


(3) Kewpee Restaurant, Parcel 4-2 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that for the 
purpose of keeping the Board advised he 
received the new appraisal on Kewpee Res- 
taurant. The appraisal has been reviewed 
by the staff and Mr. King. Mr. King has 
contacted Mr. Turner, Attorney for the 
ies owners, negotiations are continu- 
ng. 


Mr. Shaw asked how much longer it 
would take to acquire the remaining prop- 
erties, particularly Broadway Lunch, and 
Mr. King replied that they are in the Court 
of Appeals, briefs have been filed, they have 
called for a rehearing. An estimate of how 
long it wil take cannot be made, but it will 
be several months. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


—Copy of letter, dated August 7, 1970, en- 
closed with agenda; in regard to the 
naming of the Mall 


A letter has been received from Mr, Sid- 
ney Forbes of the Lansing Mall stating 
their position in regard to the Lansing Mall 
befng established and requesting that the 
city take this into consideration when 
naming the Washington Avenue Mall. 


The Board’s reaction was that they have 
already recognized this fact and have not 
considered this as a name for the mall in 
the Project No. 1 area. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


—Legal Opinion in regard to Relocation 
—€ Requirements from Mr. Bruce 
ze 
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Copies of the opinion were hand delivered 
to each Board Member prior to the meet- 
ing. Mr. King summarized his opinion as 
follows: While the Shapiro case and the 
District Court eases (which he mentioned) 
do not relate specifically to housing reloca- 
tion assistance, the legal and factual analo- 
gies are inevitable. “I, therefore, conclude 
that the residency waiting period of the 
Lansing Housing Relocation Office is in- 
valid and recommend that the term “resi- 
dency’ be redefined as follows: “Resi- 
dency’’—An applicant who lives in the City 
of Lansing and intends to continue living 
within said city for an indefinite period of 
time.” A copy of this opinion has been 
submitted to Mr. Oskar Hornbach, City 
Attorney, inasmuch as he has been asked 
to submit his opinion to the Housing Com- 
mission. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop to 
table this recommendation until a_ later 
date, allowing additional time for the at- 
torneys to study the matter. 


Supported by Mr. Eschbach, 


Mr. Hilley stated that he wouldn’t want 
to make a recommendation subject to some- 
one else’s opinion. 


Mr. Rosa questioned whether extending 
the time to make the decision would create 
an awkward situation for Mr. Cowan, the 
Relocation Officer, 


Mr. Jessop asked if the problems were of 
a welfare nature and Mr. King replied that 
it encompasses a large area and concerns 
public housing. The opinion will be ren- 
dered on the basis of making a recom- 
mendation to avoid litigation. 


Mr. Eschbach asked if a thirty day delay 
would handicap the Relocation Office. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that it wouldn’t 
be a handicap to Mr. Cowan as far as the 
function of his office. The families in a 
state of emergency will still be taken care 
of, However, there could be pressure from 
the Legal Aid Bureau. 


Mr. Hilley requested a vote from each 
Board Member whether to make a recom- 
mendation at this time or to table the 
motion, Those in favor of tabling the mo- 
tion were: Lane Jessop, Irving Shaw, and 
Everett Eschbach (3) — those not in favor 
of tabling the motion were: Clarence Rosa 
and Duane Russell (2). 


After considerable discussion it was de-

Lansing less than one year,” 


and recommended that the term, residency, 
be defiined as follows: 


Residency—“‘an applicant who lives in 
the City of Lansing and intends to con- 
tinue living within said city for an in- 
definite period of time.” 


Supported by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Request from Harvey Altman to install a 
canopy at the Ionia Street emfrance to 
Leonard Downtown Plaza— 


A letter dated, August 18, 1970, directed 
to the Mayor and City Council from Harvey 
Altman, Leonard Downtown Plaza, was 
read. He requested that a canopy be in- 
stalled on the sidewalk at the Ionia Street 
entrance for the proposed Schensul’s Cafe- 
teria, The matter has been presented to 
City Council and referred to the Committee 
on Public Service and Highways, the Build- 
ing Commissioner, and Redevelopment 
Boerd. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that he has 
met with Mr. Altman and Mr. Schensul 
for the purpose of assisting Mr. Altman 
in his efforts to locate this restaurant with- 
in his building in the lower level. It is 
important to Schensuls to have identifica- 
tion at this entrance and as a result the 
canopy idea was developed, According to 
the design, the canopy would extend over 
the sidewalk to within two feet of the curb, 
It would block a planter which has been 
designed for this location; however, Mr. 
Altman stated that he would provide shrubs 
and plantings to compliment the entrance. 
Mr. Zimmerman stated that he has checked 
with the Building Department and the 
building code and it states that the canopy 
should not project more than two-thirds of 
the distance from the building, The dis- 
tance from the building is 21 feet; al- 
though, it is a reasonable request, his pref- 
erence would be to have the canopy project 
ten feet from the building and allow the 
brick planter to remain in the plans. How- 
ever, he is in agreement that it would be 
an asset to have the canopy as identifica- 
tion of the cafeteria. 


Mr, Rosa stated that we have a consul- 
tant, Johnson, Johnson and Roy, and he 
would like to have them review the plans 
for the canopy and submit their recom- 
mendation prior to making a decision. 


Mr. Jessop and Mr. Russell each, ex- 
pressed their approval of having the con- 
sultant review the plans and express their 
opinion. 
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A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach 
that the Director obtain the consultant’s 
opinion in regard to the size and type of 
eanopy and proceed accordingly. In the 
event the consultant recommends an ex- 
tensive change, the matter should be 
brought back to the Board for considera- 
tion.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


To discuss the Cooperation Agreement with 
the Lansing City Relocation Division of the 
Redevlopment Department, in conjunction 
with the Model Cities Program 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that due to the 
potential of individuals and _ businesses 
being displaced as a result of the First 
Year Action Program of Model Cities and 
rather than having separate relocation ac- 
tivities for various City Departments for 
the people who will need assistance, it is 
desirous to provide relocation assistance 
from the Relocation Division of the Rede- 
velopment Department, It will be beneficial 
to the City and beneficial to the displacees 
to have assistance from professional and 
knowledgeable individuals. 


After a review of the contract by Mrs. 
Warr, Mr. Cowan, Mr. Peacock and Mr. 
Zimmerman and their revisions were made, 
the contract was mailed to the Redevelop- 
ment Board Members so that they could 
review and discuss the contract at this 
meeting. 
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The contract was reviewed at this meet- 
ing page by page. 


The contract determines that Mr. Co- 
wan’s office will provide relocation assist- 
ance for the individuals, Arthur Richard- 
son will provide assistance for Business Re- 
location and Thomas Freeman will serve 
as coordinator and advisor to those needing 
financial assistance under the Government 
Programs. The accounting will be taken 
care of by Roland Starr and work through 
the Controller, Mr. Dowsett. 


Mr. Fink inquired whether in the future 
the businesses would be provided with re- 
location assistance as in the past and Mr. 
Zimmerman replied that, in the past the 
only assistance provided has been through 
Urban Renewal, and that this contract will 
provide assistance for those displaced by 
Model Cities. 


Mr. Fink continued by explaining that 
he is concerned about the businesses to be 
relocated into the Logan-Birch Corridor, 
and he would like to see these businesses 
be given priority for relocation back into 
this area. Mr. Zimmerman said that this 
has not been worked out, but probably this 
will be taken care of by working with the 
Highway Department in a manner similar 
to the relocation assistance provided for 
the 496 Highway. 


Mr. Cowan stated that the black busi- 
nessmen will be assisted and encouraged 
to relocate back in this area. However, at 
the present time, the purpose of this con- 
tract is to provide relocation assistance dur- 
ing the First Year Action Program of 
Model Cities, and there will be very little 
business displacement. He, also, informed 
the Board that Councilman Joel Ferguson 
has set up a Citizen Committee to assist 
in resolving relocation problems of the 
Logan-Birch Corridor, 


Mr. Cowan stated that he would like to 
clarify the statement on Page 4, of the 
agreement under Physical Standards, con- 
cerning inspection of units in regard to 
building codes, He has discussed this with 
Bernard Elliott and Steve Zeleski of the 
Building Department and he is not acting 
as a building inspector, The Building De- 
partment inspections relate to Building 
Code and his office inspects according to 
standard guidelines to see that the homes 
where relocatees are placed meet safe and 
sanitary requirements, and he can deviate 
from the maximum requirement when nec- 
essary. These are only guidelines. 


Mayor Graves asked for a definition of 
temporary housing. 


Mr. Cowan stated that an example of this 
was in the Capitol Complex. At times, (for 
instance, due to a time requirement for 
demolition) because of lack of adequate 
permanent housing being available it has 
become necessary to move someone to a 
temporary location, However, this is fol- 
lowed through and assistance provided when 
permanent housing becomes available. 
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Mr. Zimmerman explained that the con- 
tract provides for hiring three additional 
staff members; they are to be channeled 
through the City Personnel Department and 
interviewed by Mr. Cowan and Mr. Zim- 
merman ; however, Model Cities will screen 
and direct residents of the Model Cities 
area where they can be employed benefi- 
cially, and they will be given considera- 
tion. Model Cities will be informed of the 
applicants; however, the final decision will 
be made by Mr. Cowan and Mr, Zimmer- 
man. 


The Board Members questioned whether 
this would create extra work without addi- 
tional compensation, and just who will be 
responsible for the additional reports. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that this will 
ereate extra work for a couple of the staff 
members, however, it will be very minimal, 
If a Second-Year Contract is signed and 
their work load is increased, additional 
compensation for those staff members in- 
volved should be included. Mr. Cowan 
would be responsible for the reports and 
they would be submitted to him for ap- 
proval . .. this is a policy of his office 
for all employees. He added, his concern is 
that all forms are documented so that they 
will not become audit findings. 


Mr. Rosa inquired whether there was 
anything in the contract that precluded 
these employees working in other areas if, 
for the present, it wasn’t full time employ- 
ment. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that the contract 
provides for staff to work with residents of 
the Model Cities area; however, if, on oc- 
easion, the workload become light, this 
same staff is not necessarily limited to the 
Model Cities area and could provide reloca- 
tion assistance to other areas. 


Mayor Graves inquired, what would be 
done with the money allocated for the 
First Year if it was not used and Mrs. 
Warr answered that the money is allocated 
on a 12-month basis, and if there is not a 
need for all of the staff that has been re- 
quested, HUD provides for this by an un- 
allocated fund use and it can be used on 
a one shot project before the end of the 
fiseal year. 


Mr. Eschbach expressed his concern that 
the Small Businessman be given an oppor- 
tunity to relocate within the area from 
which they have been removed. 


Mr, Jessop inquired what the work would 
involve for the Second Year Action Pro- 
gram and Mr. Zimmerman replied that the 
recommendation has not been made. First, 
Model Cities will recommend an area, if 
urban renewal is recommended the Urban 
Redevelopment Board and Planning Board 
will have to approve and make their recom- 
mendation to City Council and the applica- 
tion made for Federal Funding. 


The discussion concluded and a motion 
was made by Mr. Rosa that the Redevelop- 
ment Board recommend to City Council 
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that the Redevelopment Director be author- 
ized to sign Cooperation Agreement with 
Lansing City Relocation Division of the 
Redevelopment Department in conjunction 
with the Model Cities Program. 


Suported by Mr. Griffin. 


Mr. Fink asked that he be permitted to 
decline from voting on the motion, due to 
the possibility of a conflict of interest since 
he is an officer of Lancen Village, Inc. 


Motion carried unanimously—7 votes.

Mr. Zimmerman informed the Board that 
the Board’s recommendation in regard to 
changing the Relocation Residency Require- 
ments has been submitted to City Council. 
City Council has advised Mr. Zimmerman 
that they feel this particular subject mat- 
ter is administrative and therefore referred 
the recommendation back to the Board for 
their determination. 


He further advised the Board that Mr. 
Oskar Hornbach has given his opinion, 
verbally. He concurred in Mr, Bruce King’s 
opinion and will submit this to Mr. Zim- 
merman in writing in the near future, 


Chairman Hilley asked that Board action 
on the Relocation Residency Requirements 
be held until the next regular Redevelop- 
ment Board meeting on September 22nd, 
and by that time Mr. Hornbach’s written 
opinion will be available.

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At the last Board meeting Mr. Zimmer- 
man was asked to obtain the consultant’s 
(Johnson, Johnson and Roy) opinion in re- 
gard to size and type of canopy and report 
to the Board, although action was taken to 
approve the installation of the canopy, sub- 
ject to the consultant’s recommendation, 
Mr. Zimmerman reported that he has re- 
viewed the plans with the consultant and 
sent the recommendation to City Council; 
City Council referred the matter to the 
Public Service and Highway Committee, the 
Building Commissioner and the Redevelop- 
ment Board. The consultant’s opinion is 
that the canopy should be brought across 
in a straight line and it will project 10 
feet from the building. He has discussed 
the constultant’s opinion with the Public 
Service and Highways Committee and they 
stated that they did not wish to become in- 
volved with design as long as it meets with 
the approval of the Building Commissioner. 
The revised plan was discussed with the 
Building Commissioner and Mr, Altman, 
and Mr. Altman voluntarily agreed to con- 
struct the canopy by this concept.

Mr. Zimmerman replied that he has writ- 
ten a letter to Mr. Erickson, General Man- 
ager of the Board of Water and Light, ask- 
ing that they consider the Redevelopment 
Board request. He did not receive a writ- 
ten reply, however, he has discussed the 
matter with Mr, Erickson, and Mr. Erick- 
son responded by saying that the Board of 
Water and Light does not feel that the 
sign will be in conflict with the Urban Re- 
newal Sign Regulations and they should 
be allowed to proceed with the installation. 
Mr. Zimmerman explained to him that the 
Redevelopment Board was not necessarily 
challenging whether or not the sign com-

be in conflict, 


Mr. Eschbach commented that the Board 
of Water and Light and the management 
felt they would not be in conflict because 
it will be on a high building and will not 
project, but, at any rate, they will wait 
until the Mayor’s Committee recommenda- 
tions are completed. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
approve the minutes of the August 25, 1970 
Redevelopment Board Meeting, as mailed.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


The committee report was mailed with 
the agenda, thereby explaining that the 
recommendation of the committee was to 
name a designated area of downtown Lan- 
sing as “Washington Square,” and the first 
three blocks of North Washington Avenue 
to be known as “The beginning of Wash- 
ington Square, Phase I.” 


Mr. Jessop referred to an article written 
by Mr. Curt Hanes and published in the 
State Journal for the purpose of creating 
interest in the naming of the Mall and the 
suggested name of Washington Square, as 
well as a request for suggestions. Mr. 
Hanes reported, there was not any response 
from the public. This appeared to indicate 
that there was not any adverse objection to 
the name. 


Mr. Fink stated that although he was at 
the meeting that day, due to leaving early 
he was unable to cast his vote, therefore, 
he would like to go on record and have his 
vote incorporated in the minutes that he is 
in favor of the name “Washington Square,”

thus making the vote unanimously 7-0 for 
the name, instead of 6-0, as recorded. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
committee meeting, he has informed the 
City Council of the committee’s selection. 
In response, Miss Belen and Mr. Adado 
have contacted him and expressed concern 
about the change made in regard to the 
naming of the I-496 Highway, as “Olds- 
mobile Expressway,” and as a result they 
are concerned about proper recognition for 
Mr. Ralph W. Crego. They requested that 
the Redevelopment Board give consideration 
to naming a portion within the Mall or 
Washington Square in honor of Mr. Crego, 
If possible they wanted a recommendation 
from the Board at this meeting. 


Mr. Rosa expressed concern about giving 
publicity to a recommendation of this type, 
he felt it would be unfortunate to announce 
a decision and not follow through. There- 
fore, he stated that he would like to see 
Mr. Crego honored, but time should be 
allowed to consider what and where a sig- 
nificant place or location would be. 


Mr. Eschbach agreed with Mr. Rosa. 


Mr. Zimmerman suggested that considera- 
tion be given to the fountain to be located 
in the 100-Block of the proposed plaza 
treatment being discussed for the Michigan 
Avenue-Washington Avenue intersection. 


Mr. Griffin stated that he liked the idea 
of naming the area ‘Washington Square,” 
and agreed with Mr. Rosa and Mr. Esch- 
bach that consideration should be given to 
naming a portion of the area. He suggested 
that a committee be appointed to study the 
matter and report their recommendation to 
the Redevelopment Board. 


Mr. Fink stated that he would support 
the Director’s suggestion to consider a 
fountain or statue at the Washington- 
Michigan intersection and this would be a 
desirable opportunity to honor Mr. Crego. 


A motion was made by Mr. Fink that the 
Redevelopment Board recommend to City 
Council that the designated area bounded 
on the north by Shiawassee Street, on the

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Consideration of including a sculptured 
statue within the Mall. (A copy of Mr. 
Charles ©. Cooper’s letter, dated Sep- 
tember 16, 1970, enclosed with agenda.) 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that, he has re- 
quested the Sculptor. Mr. Charles Cooper, 
to prepare a written statement of prices 
and background information, (this was en- 
closed with the agenda) and also invited 
Mr. Cooper to attend this Board Meeting 
for the purpose of making his presentation 
to the Board, 


Mr. Cooper presented his model of the 
proposed piece of sculpture which is of 
“Aquarius” meaning “Water Bearer.” He 
explained that the name is significantly 
relative to the City of Lansing. The fin- 
ished statue would be cast in bronze: 9 ft. 
tall at a cost of $4,250 and 12 ft. tall at a 
cost of $5,950. It will be bolted at the 
base and can be movable. 


Mr. Rosa asked if this statue was to be 
located specifically at the intersection and 
discussion followed in regard to the feasi- 
bility of placing the statue in the 100, 200 
or 800 Block of North Washington. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that originally 
this statue was presented to Mr. Erickson 
of the Board of Water and Light and he 
contacted Mr. Zimmerman. It was sug- 
gested, on a smaller scale, for the lobby of 
City Hall; however, it seemed appropriate 
to place something of a similar nature in 
the central Business district. As a result, 
Mr. Erickson indicated that the Board of 
Water and Light would assist by providing 
the funds for the statue.

Mr, Zimmerman suggested consulting 
with Johnson, Johnson and Roy before ar- 
riving at a decision. 


Mr. Rosa suggested that a committee be 
appointed to work on the consideration of 
sculpture for the mall area. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that a 
committee be appointed and the matter dis- 
cussed with the consultants, Johnson, John- 
son and Roy, and then report their recom- 
mendation to the Board. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 
Motion carried unanimously, 


Mr. Jessop deferred the appointment of 
the committee to the Chairman, Mr, Hilley. 


B. Relocation Residency Requirements Pol- 
icy (City Attorney's letter enclosed). 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
last Board meeting, the Board’s recommen- 
dation, which was subject to Mr. Horn- 
bach’s concurrence with Mr. King’s legal 
opinion, has been presented to City Coun- 
ceil (Mr, Hornbach’s written concurrence 
has been received by the Redevelopment 
Board). City Council felt that, inasmuch 
as, it appears to be an administrative pro- 
cedure as opposed to a legislative proce- 
dure, the Redevelopment Board should be 
free to act as they felt appropriate. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa, that 
the changes be made in the Residency Re- 
quirement Policy, in accordance with the 
legal opinion of Mr. Bruce King, as con- 
curred in by Mr. Oskar Hornbach, in the 
following manner: 


By omitting the requirement that, “an 
applicant who has lived within the Lansing 
City limits continuously for one year or 
more prior to the date of application will 
be considered a resident and given prefer- 
ence over non-residents ‘living in Lansing 
less than one year’,” 
and recommended that the term, residency, 
be defined as follows: Residency—‘“‘an ap- 
plicant who lives in the City of Lansing 
and intends to continue living within said 
City for an indefinite period of time.” 


Supported by Mr. Russell, 


Motion carried unanimously, 


C. Request for Director and two staff mem- 
bers te attend the Michigan Chapter of 
NAHRO in Inkster, Michigan on Sep- 
tember 25, 1970. 


A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach to 
grant the request that the Director and 
two staff members attend the Michigan 
Chapter of NAHRO in Inkster, Michigan, 
on September 25, 1970. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 
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D. The Personnel Department response to 
the Redevelopment Board recommenda- 
tion for reclassification of Redevelop- 
ment Personnel. 


The Personnel Committee’s decision, after 
an evaluation interview of the Director and 
Redevelopment Assistant was that they did 
not warrant reclassification at this time. If 
the workload increases and responsibilities 
are added in the future, the request can be 
made again, 


However, they granted a merit increase 
to the Director. 


E. Status of Application for Funding of 
oe Renewal Project No. 2, Mich. 
-144, 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since sub- 
mitting the Application under the conven- 
tional methods for funding of Project No. 
2 on May 20, 1970, HUD has made several 
inquiries on technical matters and the De- 
partment has responded by submitting the 
information they requested. Also, an in- 
dication appears to be apparent, that they 
are nearing the completion of their review 
of the application, as the normal proce- 
dures is that the legal department is the 
last department to review an application. 
When this is completed they will then 
either reject the application or send their 
recommendation to Washington for final 
concurrence, (HUD’s policy is that a no- 
tification of this will not be made, since 
in the past it has resulted in many cities 
contacting their congressmen and causing 
added pressure.) 


Mr. Rosa inquired if the Federal review 
was on schedule and Mr. Zimmerman re- 
plied that it is taking longer than previous- 
ly indicated.

Copies of an editorial from the State 
Journal, dated October 13, 1966, were dis- 
tributed to the Board Members, This article 
indicated Mr. Eschbach’s foresight and in- 
terest in illuminated fountains at that time 
in the Grand River. Mr, Eschbach stated 
that he felt then, and still does today, that 
a city must be built of more than cement 
and brick; aesthetics are important and he 
would like to see the idea pursued.

HEARING OF DELEGATIONS

the Wentworth Hotel was located being 
used as a parking lot and how long would 
it continue to be used as such. 


Mr, Zimmerman stated that this area is 
to be developed as a river front park; how- 
ever, development is being delayed until the 
First Block Development is in the stage 
of final completion of construction and this 
area will be used by the construction firm 
for the purpose of providing construction 
space and parking requirements of the con- 
tractors. 


Mr. Eschbach expressed concern in re- 
gard to building facilities in the downtown 
area and whether adequate provisions will 
be made to provide grocery stores and ser- 
vice stations for the people who will be 
living in the downtown area. He posed the 
question of how can it be done and how 
can the Board assist in promoting these ser- 
vices. He also stated, again, that he is 
eoncerned about bringing back and retain- 
ing businessmen in the area who have been 
relocated. 


Mr. Zimmerman responded by stating 
that he still is attempting to attract a 
supermarket and service station for the 
ground floor level of he proposed Shiawasee 
Parking Ramp and that those businesses 
displaced by urban renewal will be con- 
tacted for the purpose of attracting them 
to locate within the Capitol Avenue Park- 
ing Ramp retail space. For instance, Mr. 
LaMacchia has presented a proposal to 
lease space at this location; however, the 
rental rates proposed for the ramp are in 
excess of the amount that Mr. LaMacchia 
feels that he can afford to pay. We are 
negotiating with Mr, LaMacchia in an 
attempt to resolve this issue,

A motion was made by Mr. Rosa to ap- 
prove the minutes of the September 15, 
1970, meeting. Supported by Mr. Fink, 


Motion carried unanimously. 
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The minutes of the September 22, 1970, 
meeting were not available at this meeting. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE 


Councilmen Belen and Adado requested 
that the Redevelopment Board give con- 
sideration to naming a Plaza or some other 
significant element within Washington 
Square in honor of Ralph W. Crego. 


At the September 22, 1970, Redevelop- 
ment Board Meeting, Mr. Zimmerman pre- 
sented the request to the Board, and they 
felt that thorough consideration to all as- 
pects of this should be considered prior to 
making a recommendation to City Council. 
The Board requested the current Mall Nam- 
ing Committee to continue in their present 
eapacity and upon arriving at a decision 
report to the Board. 


The committee met on September 28, 
1970, and as a result made the following 
recommendation to the Board, that the Re- 
development Board recommend to City 
Council that the Grand River Development 
Area, beginning where the Grand River 
crosses South Washington Avenue and ex- 
tends downstream to Oakland Avenue, be 
named in honor of former Mayor Ralph W. 
Crego, and that the existing Kalamazoo 
Plaza and the River Street Park, immedi- 
ately be named, and that all additions and 
developments in this area receive the same 
name, 


Mr. Rosa asked for clarification of how 
the committee arrived at their recommenda- 
tion, were they referring to a series of 
parks or would the name apply to the whole 
river front? 


It was explained that the intent was to 
name the river front development area from 
South Washington downstream to Oakland. 
The committee did not object to a plaza 
being named for Mr. Crego, however, the 
consensus of the committee and particularly 
the DBD members on the committee, that 
something more significant than a plaza 
within Washington Square should be con- 
sidered. 


Mr. Eschbach suggested that more 
thought be given to the naming of some- 
thing within Washington Square in honor 
of Mr. Crego. If the plans for the inter- 
section of Washington and Michigan mate- 
rialized and a statue placed there he felt 
this would be quite appropriate—perhaps a 
circle could be developed at the intersection. 


The Board agreed that the mall develop- 
ment area was nebulous at present to 
select any portion of it as a memorial and 
that naming a portion of the mall in honor 
of Mr, Crego would not do justice to him. 


In light of this discussion Mr. Eschbach 
felt that apparently the committee had 
weighed all factors and they were appointed 
to make a report to the Board and he 
stated that he would accept their report, 
but it should be clarified that the Board is 
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only making a suggestion, not telling City 
Council what is to be done. 


The motion was made by Mr. Eschbach 
that the Redevelopment Board forward the 
following recommendation to City Council: 
In response to the City Council’s request 
regarding the naming of a portion of the 
mall for former Mayor Ralph W. Crego, 
and after giving consideration to this mat- 
ter, the Redevelopment Board felt that 
there was not any part of the mall de- 
velopment which would provide an appro- 
priate and significant honor to Mr, Crego. 
Therefore, the Board suggested that City 
Council give consideration to naming the 
river front development area of the Grand 
River from South Washington Avenue 
downstream to Oakland in honor of former 
Mayor Crego and the Kalamazoo Plaza 
and the River Street Park immediately be 
so named with the additions and develop- 
ments in the area receiving the same name, 
and further that City Council be notified 
that it is the belief of this Board that the 
river front development provides an oppor- 
tunity for a tremendously impressive, last- 
ing and living monument, far in excess of 
the plazas in the mall or any single edifice 
in the community. 


Supported by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously.

Mr. Zimmerman reported that he has 
tried to contact HUD representatives, how- 
ever, he has not been successful] in obtain- 
ing any communication due to the reorgan- 
ization of the HUD office. They have estab- 
lished an area office in Detroit, effective 
September 30, 1970, and all records are be- 
ing transferred. He has discussed the mat- 
ter with Councilman Belen and she request- 
ed that the resolution and four ordinances 
which were tabled May 4th, (which will 
rescind all action previously taken by City 
Council) are to be placed on the Council 
Agenda for Monday, October 5, 1970, and 
this has been done, 


Mr. Rosa asked Mr. Zimmerman if he 
could obtain a written statement from HUD 
that this is in fact the final decision. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied that he would 
pursue this further and report to City 
Council Monday, October 5th. 


He also reported that in order to advise 
the Citizen District Council for Project 
No. 3 of the activities prior to Council ac- 
tion, a meeting has been scheduled for 
Sunday, October 4, 1970, at 5:00 p.m. 


Mr. Rosa commented that the uncertainty 
and deterioration resulting from this is 
very unfortunate for the people of that 
community.

HEARING OF INDIVIDUALS 
AND DELEGATES 


Mr. Hanes asked for clarification of the 
Board’s previous recommendation to City 
Council in regard to the physical bound- 
aries of Washington Square. 


Mr. Zimmerman quoted the original re- 
port as identifying Shiawassee Street on 
the north, the Grand River on the east, 
Lenawee Street on the south, Townsend and 
Seymour Streets on the west as boundaries 
of Washington Square and that the first 
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three-block area of the present North 
Washington Avenue be identified as Wash- 
ington Square, Phase I. 


Mr. Hanes questioned whether or not 
this was the intent of the Board. He stated 
that he was of the opinion, the committee 
recommendation was that the area cur- 
rently known as Washington Avenue would 
take on the name of Washington Square 
and the area adjacent to it would be re- 
ferred to as the Washington Square Area. 
He stated that also, in his opinion, if the 
name of Washington Square is to be used in 
the community an actual physical change 
has to take place; for instance, a Council 
Ordinance naming the area known as 
Washington Avenue as Washington Square 
and Street Signs posted with the name of 
Washington Square as well as the physical 
change by construction of Washington 
Square, 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he felt that 
the previous Board recommendation sub- 
mitted to City Council was somewhat con- 
fusing. For instance, we have one name 
for the area from Shiawassee Street on the 
north, the Grand River on the east, Lena- 
wee Street on the south, and Townsend and 
Seymour Streets on the west, and the same 
name for Washington Avenue. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa, that 
the previous Board action in regard to the 
area designated as Washington Square be 
clarified. The Board recommendation to 
City Council is that the street currently 
known as Washington Avenue bounded on 
the north by Shiawassee Street and on the 
south by Lenawee Street be named as 
Washington Square and that the City Coun- 
cil adopt an ordinance designating this area 
as Washington Square.

The Board recommendation to City 
Council is that the ‘‘area’”’ curently known 
as Washington Avenue, etc., be changed 
to read the “street” currently known as 
Washington Avenue, etc., and that the 
change be made prior to recording in the 
City Clerk’s Office.

Mr. Russell asked for a report on the 
Board’s suggestion to name the River Front

Mr. Zimmerman reported that the Board 
suggestion was referred to the Committee 
of The Whole.

REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


Review of the Project Aid Contract be- 
tween the Relocation Office and Model 
Cities. (The Board members received a 
copy of the contract for their review prior 
to the meeting). 


Mr. Zimmerman explained that the PN 
15 Project Aid Contract is for the Reloca- 
tion Office to assist in the implementation 
of the first year action program of the 
Model Cities Agency. The contract sets 
forth a budget to hire two persons for the 
Relocation Staff, administrative costs, and 
truck and operating costs. The purpose of 
the contract is to obtain a voluntary con- 
tribution of household furnishings, repair 
of the furnishings received and distribution 
of those items to the needy families and 
individuals within the community. (The 
budget does not allow any provision for the 
purchase of the furnishings). 


City Council has reviewed the contract 
and it was placed on the Council Agenda on 
Monday, October 12, 1970; however, Mr. 
Zimmerman asked the Council to delay ac- 
tion until the Redevelopment Board had re- 
viewed the contract. 


Mr. Rosa asked what was the significance 
of the deletions made by the Staff and City 
Council, Mr, Zimmerman explained that it 
was a standard form of contract and por- 
tions of it were meaningless and repetitious 
for an agreement between two City Depart- 
ments, as opposed to dealing with an agency 
outside of City Government. Therefore, it 
was changed to fit the situation. 


Mr. Hilley asked if this contract has been 
examined by an attorney. 


Mr. Zimmerman replied, “‘no,’’ however, 
the coniract between Model Cities and the 
Relocation Office for Relocation Services 
was similar and it was reviewed by City 
Attorney’s Office. 


Mr. Russell asked if the Relocation Staff 
could handle the additional work and Mr. 
Zimmerman stated that he felt they could 
handle the first year, but it would probably 
require further consideration for the second 
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year. For the present, Mr. Cowan will 
handle the administrative work and Mr. 
Roland Starr, Accountant for the Rede- 
velopment Department will handle the ac- 
counting. 


A motion was made by Mr. Russell to 
recommend to City Council that the Director 
be authorized so sign the PN 15, Project 
Aid Contract and enter into the Cooperation 
Agreement by and between the Relocation 
Division of the Redevelopment Department 
and the City Demonstration Agency.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
A. Mall Sculpture Committee Report— 


The Commitee Report from the Mall 
Sculpture Committee was distributed to 
each Board Member present, for their im- 
mediate review and discussion. 


Mr. Rosa, as Chairman of the Committee, 
reported that they met Thursday, October 
8, 1970, with the Consultants, Johnson, 
Johnson and Roy, and discussed the feasi- 
bility of using the proposed statue of 
“Aquarius” at a focal point in the city, 
such as at the intersection of Washington 
and Michigan in Washington Square. 


The Board Members concurred that 
“Aquarius” was not forceful enough to be 
placed at the Washington-Michigan inter- 
section and that a 5-fot statue in the Sec- 
ond Block of North Washington Avenue 
would be a more appropriate setting for 
this statue. 


Mr. Rosa asked for the Board's reaction 
to whether or not the statue should be paid 
for by private contribution or project funds. 
Mr. Zimmerman pointed out that he is in 
the process of requesting aditional Federal 
funds and there could be a_ substantial 
delay. The Board Members stated that they 
preferred to have the sculpture financed by 
private contribution, however, they re- 
quested the Director to incorporate the cost 
of sculpture within the project costs, there- 
by giving two possible alternatives for 
financing, 


The Board requested the Director to ob- 
tain additional information concerning Mr. 
Charles Cooper’s (the Sculptor of Aquarius) 
background, financial ability to perform a 
commission and report to the Board. 


Mr. Hilley summarized the Board’s reac- 
tion as: (1) there will be a statue; it will 
be 5 feet high; (2) aditional information 
concerning Mr. Cooper’s qualifications are 
to be obtained; (3) and the financing to be 
incorporated in project cost, if possible. 
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A motion was made by Mr. Eschbach that 
the Redevelopment Board concurred in the 
committee recommendation that the statue 
“Aquarius” be considered for the 200 Block 
of Washington Square, it should be 5 feet 
high and the financing to be incorporated in 
the Project Costs, subject to approval of 
the qualifications of the sculptor. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he has re- 
ceived two verbal recommendations in re- 
gard to Mr. Cooper‘s qualifications and he 
will report to the Board upon receiving 
additional written recommendations. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that the 
Director be authorized to contact the Fine 
Arts Council and obtain a recommendation 
as to Mr. Cooper’s professional ability and 
invite the Fine Arts Council to act in the 
eapacity of obtaining voluntary contribu- 
tions for sculpture and fountains in Wash- 
ington Square by creating community in- 
terest and by initiating drives, 


Supported by Mr. Shaw. Motion carried 
unanimously. 


B. Board of Water and Light, Ottawa 
Street Plant— 


As previously reported by Mr. Zimmer- 
man, acording to the request by the Rede- 
velopment Board, he has contacted the 
Board of Water and Light and asked them 
to delay the installation of the sign on the 
Ottawa Street Plant until the Mayor’s sign 
committee had completed their study of 
sign regulations for Urban Renewal Proj- 
ect No. 1. This was to be completed in 
thirty days, however, due to the complexi- 
ties involved in developing sign controls, 
the committee has been unable to finish the 
work in the anticipated time period and it 
appears that the committee will be request- 
pract another four to six weeks for comple- 
tion. 


Mr. Aronld Waterman from the Board 
of Water and Light contacted Mr. Zimmer- 
man and inquired whether or not they could 
have a decision from the Redevelopment 
Board as they were ready to install the 
sign. Mr. Waterman met with the Sign 
Committee on October 7, 1970, and ex- 
plained the type of sign and expressed their 
desire to proceed with the installation of 
the sign.

Proceedings, October 28, 1970 





The regular meeting of the Air Pollution 
Board was held Wednesday evening, Octo- 
ber 28, 1970, at 7:30 p.m., in the Press 
Room, City Hall. 


Present: Board Members Bock, Emery, 
Ray, Sullivan, Tableman, Weeks and Za- 
pata. 


Absent: Board Member Dodson. 
Guest: Norris Ingells, State Journal. 


The meeting was called to order by the 
Chairman. The secretary announced the 
presence of a quorum. Motion by Mrs. 
Weeks, second by Mr. Sullivan, that min- 
utes of the September meeting be approved 
as distributed. Motion carried. 


Mr. Pesterfield noted receipt of a petition 
regarding the Board of Water and Light’s 
Eckert plant. The stack in question is 
owned by Oldsmobile Div., GMC, and oper- 
ated by the Board. It is stoker-fired and 
the problem comes after night banking 
when flaking takes place as it resumes 
normal operation. They are presently in- 
sualting the stack with fiberglas hoping to 
solve the problem by keeping the stack 
temperature higher. He recommends that 
this be tabled until installation is complete. 
Motion by Mr.. Emery, second by Mrs. 
Bock, that the complaint be tabled until 
the next meeting. Motion carried. 


The engineer has received many com- 
plaints about Fisher Body. Michigan De- 
partment of Public Health assures Mr. 
Pesterfield there is no health hazard and 
also says they know of no solution at this 
time. After a discussion it was moved by 
Mr, Zapata, second by Mr. Emery, that 
representatives of Fisher Body, the Michi- 
gan Department of Public Health and com- 
plainants meet with us in November to 
discuss this problem. Motion carried. Mr.

Committee of the Redevelopment Board met 
on October 14, 1970 to discuss a_ letter, 
dated September 23, 1976, from Mr. Larry 
Ledesma to the Redevelopment Board. This 
was the result of a vacancy in the Reloca- 
tion Office when Mrs. Rosa Torres resigned 
and she was replaced by Mrs. Carol Hus- 
band. Mrs. Husband has been employed 
by the Relocation Office for two years and 
has proved to be qualified for this position ; 
therefore, she was reclassified. 


Mr. Zimmerman had contacted Mr. 
Ledesma when this position became avail- 
able because he was concerned about hir- 
ing a Spanish-speaking person in the Re- 
location Office, and Mr. Ledesma reacted 
by writing the September 28rd _ letter, 
Further, Mr. Zimmerman contacted Mr. 
Tony Benavides, Director of Cristo Rey 
Community Center for this same purpose. 


A second meeting of the Personnel Com- 
mittee was held on October 20, 1970, and 
Mr. Ledesma was invited to attend this 
meeting. As a result of further discussion 
with Mr. Ledesma, the Personnel Commit- 
tee stated that although it is not a job 
requirement that a person must speak 
Spanish, it is desirable and helpful when 
assisting the Spanish-speaking people in 
the community who are in need of reloca- 
tion services. 


The committee and Mr. Zimmerman 
agreed to make a diligent effort to attract 
Spanish-speaking applicants for the Reloca- 
tion Office. Mr. Zimmerman has requested 
a list of qualified applicants from Mr. Tony 
Benavides, Director of Cristo Rey Com- 
munity Center, Mr. Gilberto Ibarra and 
Mr. Larry Ledesma.

Mr. White complimented the Redevelop- 
ment Board and the Director for their 
efforts in regard to naming a portion of 
Washington Avenue, “Washington Square” 
as the businessmen feel it will aid in unify- 
ing the downtown area. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Pareels 4 and 5A, Project No. i, 
Mich. R-87, Capitol Avenue Parking Ramp. 


As a culmination of the efforts made by 
City Council and the Building Authority to 
incorporate commercial space within the 
Capito] Avenue Parking Ramp, a meeting 
was held on October 13, 1970. A resume of 
the meeting was submitted to the Redevelop- 
ment Board with the agenda for the pur- 
pose of advising the Board of the activities 
up to the present time. (Due to his past 
efforts and continued interest, Mr. Esch- 
bach attended that meeting.) After that 
meeting City Council decided to proceed 
with the commercial aspect within the 
ramp and construction is tentatively sched- 
uled to begin in February or March, 1971. 


Mr. White informed the Redevelopment 
Board that the Chamber of Commerce has 
discussed retail space in the Parking Ramp 
and have referred the matter to their Metro- 
politan Affairs Committee for investigation. 
They are not taking a firm stand against 
retail space in the ramp, but there was 
adverse criticism in regard to the city being 
competitive with private enterprise, 


Mr. Zimmerman suggested that prior to 
the Metropolitan Affairs committee making 
a decision they contact Councilman Roger 
May who is Chairman of the Building and 
Properties Committee. 


B. Report on the proposed new Eagle 
Restaurant Building. 


Mr. Zimmerman reviewed the past activi- 
ties concerning the Eagle Restaurant pro- 
posal leading up to the present time. After 
the signing of the Contract for Sale of 
Land, they were to prepare the construc- 
tion plans and arrange for their financing 
with the transfer of title to be completed 
by March 1971. They have had an architect 
working on the interior design plans due 
to the type of restaurant operation. The 
interior design plans were finished about 
October 1, 1970, and at that time Mr. Clay 
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was informed by the architect developing 
the construction plans (Barber and Mat- 
tern) that the plans would be finished in 
approximately thirty days. However, one 
week ago, Mr. Clay checked with Mr. Bar- 
ber and he was told that orders had been 
received from Mr. Annas, a member of the 
partnership, (redevelopers) to stop work on 
the construction plans, Mr. Scofes, Mr. 
Stajos and Mr. Sinas were unaware of this 
directive. 


A copy of a letter received just prior to 
this Board meeting, dated October 27, 1970, 
addressed to Mr. Stajos and Mr. Scofes 
from Mr, Annas, was read to the Board 
members. It related Mr. Annas’ regrets to 
the other two partners that he would have 
to withdraw from the partnership due to 
unforeseen circumstances relative to his 
business, which is in the building industry. 


Mr. Zimmerman reminded the Board that 
the Eagle Restaurant has been leasing their 
present building under a two-year contract 
which expires December 1, 1970, their con- 
tinued occupancy of the building is de- 
pendent upon the progress which they are 
making with their Urban Renewal Pro- 
posal. If the remaining partners are not 
able to deliver the construction plans and 
show evidence of financing within the re- 
quired time, the building will have to be 
vacated so that the property can be in- 
cluded in demolition with Parcel 7-18, an 
adjacent building, so the property can be 
made available for redevelopment. 


Mr. Jessop requested, on behalf of the 
Board, that the Director continue to inves- 
tigate the matter and report at the next 
Board meeting. 


C. Report on the Status of the Sign Com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the 60-day 
extension of time has been granted by the 
Mayor so that the Sign Committee can ex- 
pand upon the original concept of the sign 
regulations. Mr. Arthur, a member of the 
sign committee conveyed the interest of the 
businessmen in the South Washington Area 
and the DBD to have the central business 
district included under the sign regulations. 


Mr. Zimmerman continued by reporting 
on what the committee has accomplished 
this far. By including the central business 
district, the city will be able to adopt the 
regulations by ordinance. 


To date, the committee has arrived at the 
following conclusions: 


Roof top signs—To have a roof top sign, 
a building must be at least 60 feet from 
grade level, The sign must identify the 
building ; additional signs must carry the 
same identity ... they can have different 
dimensions according to the proportion of 
the building. 


No off-premise advertising is to be per- 
mitted on the pedestrian mall. 


Flat-faced signs are to be, one sign for 
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each business that has ground floor front- 
age and controlled by the street frontage. 


Projected signs are to be allowed if they 
project no more than 7 feet from the wall 
of the building, 12 feet above the sidewalk 
and for an owner-occupied building with 50 
feet frontage on the same street. 


No painted wall signs are to be allowed 
due to the maintenance problem. 


Chairman Hilley asked if the sign regu- 
lations would be brought back for Board 
review. Mr. Zimmerman replied that de- 
cision would be that of the Sign Committee 
since they were appointed by the Mayor. 


The Redevelopment Board members stated 
that they were still not in favor of project- 
ing signs or roof top signs as they would 
detract form the aesthetic appearance of 
the area, 


D. Report on Federal Audit. 


Mr. Peacock reported that the Federal 
Auditors arrived September 22, 1970, to 
audit for the period from September 30, 
1967 to September 30, 1970. During this 
time period, the Redevelopment Department 
has expended $4.5 million, The auditors 
commented favorably on all records, docu- 
ments, etc. The only finding was one of ad- 
ministrative procedure which differs from 
an audit exception. They suggested realign- 
ment of staff. They questioned whether or 
not the Housing Specialist and Relocation 
Officer qualified for payment of their sala- 
ries under Federal funds. They felt they 
should be paid by City funds. 


Mr. Peacock responded to the audit find- 
ing by explaining that the eligibility of the 
need to establish this position was author- 
ized after conferences with the Chicago Re- 
gional Office as well as a Field Inspection 
Trip being made to Lansing by HUD Rep- 
resentatives from the Regional Office. The 
Housing Specialist position was filled in 
July, 1966 and the Relocation Officer posi- 
tion was filled late in 1965. These staff 
positions were approved by HUD with each 
annual budget and if there was any prob- 
lem, notification should have been received 
at that time and not after the fact. 


Mr, Hilley commended Mr. Zimmerman 
and his staff for an efficient job. Mr. Zim- 
merman expressed his appreciation, specific- 
ally, to Mr. Merle Peacock and Mr. Roland 
Starr. 


E, Status on Project No. 2. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that he has not 
received any response from HUD in regard 
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to Project No. 2 during the last two months, 
therefore, he is requesting a meeting to 
be held within the next thirty days in the 
Detroit Area Office. He will attend, along 
with Mr. Glenn Hilley, Mr. Philip Gannon, 
Mr. Albert Boyd and Mr. David Froh. If 
we do not receive an answer from the De- 
troit Area Office, it will then be necessary 
to exert assistance from City Council and 
possibly Congressional Representatives. 


COMMUNICATIONS

REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
Status of Seulpture within Washington 
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Square—This report was deferred until Mr. 
Rosa’s arrival. 


REPORT OF DIRECTOR 


A. Status of Mall Brochure (prior to 
printing). 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that he had dis- 
cussed the status of the brochure with Mr. 
Russell, Chairman of the Brochure Com- 
mittee, and it was decided to present the 
report at this meeting rather than a spe- 
cial presentation prior to printing the 
brochure. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
contract with Grafek Arts was signed 
August 27, 1970 (providing 90 days for 
preparation of the brochure) the delivery 
date way scheduled for November 25, 1970. 
However, Mr. Spalding of Grafek Arts has 
advised him that he will be unable to de- 
liver the brochure by November 25th. A 
letter, dated November 24, 1970, from Mr. 
Donald Spalding of Grafek Arts was read 
to the Board which listed the reasons for 
the delay as follows: 


(1) Johnson, Johnson and Roy, Mall 
Consultants, requested the opportunity to 
consult with Grafek Arts on the copy and 
art work. Although they were agreeable 
to working with the consultants, it dis- 
turbed the work schedule and resulted in 
only two months of actual working time, 
rather than three months. 


(2) A problem has arisen with the 
printer, who originally quoted the job, per- 
taining to technical details. These prob- 
lems will be resolved and they are our 
(Grafek Arts) responsibility, but additional 
time is necessary to resolve them. 


Aa a result, Grafek Arts requested an 
extension of time until December 22, 1970 
to complete the job. 


Mr, Zimmerman continued the report to 
the Board by displaying a rendering for 
each page and by reading each narrative 
description. The Board asked for the fol- 
lowing corrections within the narrative 
copy: 


300 Block—The parcels available for de- 
velopment are to be identified as such: 
OFFICE and beneath the type of use 
(available) in small print. 


Children’s Play Area—Multiple use of the 
word “oriented” throughout the brochure 
was discussed and it was suggested that 
other words could be used, such as: 
related, 


Back Page Summary—The terminology 
“market place” is descriptively inaccu- 
rate and it was felt that it should be 
deleted from the copy and use “exhibit 
area,” 


It was also decided to delete “new” and 
insert “most” of the buildings have 
arcades. 
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200 Block—The parcels available for de- 
velopment are to be identified as such: 
OFFICE and beneath the type of use 
(available) in small print. 


Text of Title Page—Delete “soon to be- 
come a reality’ and add “the concept of 
the mall has been approved by the Re- 
development Board and City Council.” 


The brochure is to be dated. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that 
the Redevelopment Board direct Mr. Zim- 
merman to notify Grafek Arts to proceed 
with the printing of the brochure, upon 
completion of the changes which the Board 
requested, and also to grant Grafek Arts 
an extension of time for the delivery date 
of the completed brochure to December 22, 
1970. Supported by Mr. Russell. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Zimmerman agreed to contact Grafek 
Arts as soon as possible and request that 
they make the above corrections and also 
notify them of the extension of time. 


Mr. Rosa reported on the sculpture 
within the mall, at this time (Item 3 on the 
agenda) and advised the Board that Mr. 
Zimmerman has received five letters of 
recommendation from various members of 
the community verifying Mr. Cooper's 
ability to perform and reliability. 


Mr. Rosa, as Chairman of the Sculpture 
Committee, reported that he and Mr. Zim- 
mermen attended a committee meeting 
with the President, Mrs. John Hoagland; 
the Vice President, Mr. John Seaman; and 
other members of the Fine Arts Council on 
Friday, November 13, 1970. They requested 
the Fine Arts Council to do two things: 
(1) Take the responsibility of raising funds 
for sculpture in the area and (2) Obtain 
and submit a professional opinion of Mr. 
Charles Cooper as a sculptor. The results 
of the meeting was that the Fine Arts 
Council will discuss these two items with 
their membership and Mr. Rosa stated that 
a letter responding to the Board’s request 
will be forthcoming from the Fine Arts 
Council by the next Redevelopment Board 
Meeting. 


B. Land Sale to the City—Parcels 4 and 
5A (North Capitol Avenue Parking Ramp) 
and Parcel 14, (North Grand Avenue Park- 
ing Ramp). 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since his 
last report to the Board in regard to the 
Capitol Avenue Ramp and the Grand Ave- 
nue Parking Ramp, the plans have been 
finalized, the bids are due December 14, 
1970, and construction is scheduled to start 
about March 1, 1971. 


The sale price for the Capitol Avenue 
Ramp, Parcel 4 and 5A is $148,500 for 
49,500 square feet and for the Grand Ave- 
nue Parking Ramp, Parcel 14, $165,726 
for 73,656 square feet. 
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Mr. Zimmerman stated that there has 
been good cooperation between the Park- 
ing Ramp Architects and Johnson, Johnson 
and Roy and that the design has been re- 
viewed and approved by Johnson, Johnson 
and Roy. 


A motion was made by Mr. Rosa that the 
Redevelopment Board recommend that the 
City of Lansing purchase Parcels 4 and 5A 
(North Capitol Avenue Parking Ramp 
Site) and Parcel 14, (North Grand Avenue 
Parking Ramp Site) Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87, and that the conveyance of title will 
be by City Council adopting a Resolution of 
Retention. Supported by Mr. Shaw. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


C. Eagle Restaurant Proposal—South 80 
feet of Parcel 21, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


A resume of the activities, from October 
80, 1970, to date, concerning the Eagle 
Restaurant Proposal was read to the Board 
members, which explained that since receiv- 
ing Mr. Annas’ notification that he was 
withdrawing from the Eagle Restaurant 
partnership, the remaining partners are 
making an effort to arrange financing so 
that they can proceed with construction 
of the proposed building. Mr. Clay spoke 
to Mr. Thomas Sinas just prior to this 
meeting (November 24th) and Mr. Sinas 
stated that he has not been notified of the 
Bank’s decision in regard to their request 
for financing. 


As a result of the discussion, the Re- 
development Board outlined the specific 
requirements and dates of submission, 
which the Redeveloper must meet if they 
wish to continue with their proposal, and 
directed Mr. Zimmerman to notify the Re- 
developer of this decision. If the Rede- 
veloper cannot perform in accordance with 
the specified conditions, a notice of the 
termination of the lease will be served to 
Mr. James Stajos and that the building 
currently being occupied by the Eagle 
Restaurant and Lounge is to be vacated 
on/or before June 1, 1971, 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board direct Mr. Zim- 
merman to inform the Redevelopers (James 
Stajos and George Scofes) that if they wish 
to continue with their proposal they must 
comply with the following procedures: 


1. Submit the Preliminary Construction 
Plans and a Commitment of Finance 
from a Banking Institution to the Re- 
development Department on/or before 
January 1, 1971. 


2. Submit corrected Construction Plans 
in sufficient form to acquire a Building 
Permit on/or before February 1, 1971. 


8. Take title to the land on/or before 
March 10, 1971, and start construction 
on/or before sixty days from the date of 
purehase of the land. 
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If they cannot perform in accordance 
with the above conditions, Mr. James 
Stajos of the present Eagle Restaurant and 
Lounge is to be served with the Notice of 
Termination of Lease (rent) and that the 
building is to be vacaied on/or before 
June 1, 1971. 


Supported by Mr. Rosa. 


Mr. King reviewed the contract and 
stated that he felt that the Redevelopment 
Board could permit the above action and 
stay consistent with the current Contract 
for Sale of Land.

D. Personnel Hired for Relocation Office 
under the Model Cities Contracts. 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that the five 
positions (2-Relocation Aides IJ-B, Clerk 
I-B, Project Coordinator III-B and a Ware 
houseman III-A), which were required as 
a result of the contracts between the Relo- 
cation Office of the Redevelopment Depart- 
ment and Model Cities, have been filled. 
He and Mr. Cowan made the selection from 
108 applications—56 applications were re- 
viewed and rejected due to more qualified 
applicants, 52 applicants were interviewed. 
The five applicants were considered and 
ae by the Model Cities Sign Off Com- 
mittee. 


E. Preliminary Estimate of a Request for 
a Funding—Project No. 1, Mich. 
-87. 


Mr. Zimmerman explained the need for 
a request for additional funding of Project 
No. 1. This amendatory is necessary to 
reflect current realistic project costs. 


Mr. Peacock itemized the preliminary 
estimated project expenditures for Project 
No. 1. The major cost increases are:

F. Status of Project No. 2. 


Mr. Zimmerman stated that as reported 
at the last Board Meeting he has submitted 
a letter to the Detroit Area Office request- 
ing that a meeting be scheduled to discuss 
the status of funding for Project No. 2. 


Since submitting the letter, Mr. Jerry 
Fieldhouse, Field Representative for the 
Detroit Area Office of HUD, has advised 
Mr. Zimmerman that the Chicago Regional 
Office of Hud and the Detroit Area Office 
of HUD will meet in Detroit on Monday, 
November 23, 1970, to discuss urban re- 
newal funding for the State of Michigan. 
Therefore, Mr. Fieldhouse suggested that 
Lansing’s request for a meeting be tem- 
porarily delayed until the question of urban 
renewal funding for Michigan has been 
reviewed,

B, Report on the Status of Sculpture for 
Washington Spuare 


A letter, dated December 15, 1970, from 
the Fine Arts Council was read to the Re- 
development Board. This letter resulted 
from Mr. Rosa and Mr. Zimmerman meet- 
ing with the Fine Arts Council members 
and requesting their assistance with the 
selection of/and solicitations for Sculpture 
within the mall (Washington Square). 
Since the letter stated that the Fine Arts 
Council understood that they were to handle 
the entire selection process, the Board felt 
that the City’s position should be clarified 
and requested Mr. Zimmerman to reply to 
their letter, notifying them of the follow- 
im: 


1, The Fine Arts Council is to make a 
Sculpture selection and then make their 
Feccormieniactes to the Redevelopment 
Board. 


2. The Redevelopment Board will then 
make a recommendation to city Council 
of Lansing. 


8. The City Council will make the final de- 
cision. 
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4. Johnson, Johnson and Roy, the Mall 
Consultants, will review the recom- 
mendation made by the Fine Arts Coun- 
cil prior to the request being made for 
City Council action. 


5. A meeting, attended by representatives 
of the Fine Arts Council Selection Com- 
mittee, the Redevelopment Board, and 
Johnson, Johnson and Roy should be held 
prior to the final selection being made 
by the Fine Arts Council. 


6. The soliciting of contributions from the 
public should be the responsibility of the 
Fine Arts Council since the Redevelop- 
ment Department, as a part of City 
Government, does not solicit funds. 


7. The Redevelopment Director, Mr. Zim- 
merman, will be available to provide in- 
formation to the Selection Committee 
and also make a presentation on Wash- 
ington Square. 


8. “The Beginning of Washington Square,” 
the mall brochure, will be made avail- 
able to the Fine Arts Council Members. 


C. Request—Revised Concurred in Price 
for acqquisition; Tussing Building, Parcel 
8-8, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87 


Mr. Zimmrman explained the reason for 
a request to authorize payment on the in- 
creased value if $2,325 to the owner of the 
Tussing Building Property. Previously, 
Council had approved and HUD had con- 
curred in the value of the property in the 
amount of $729,132. The owners had ac- 
cepted the compensation offered by the 
City of Lansing ; however, by Court Stipu- 
lation, they reserved their legal right to 
contest the just compensation of their pro- 
perty. 


Prior to court action, the property own- 
ers indicated that they would accept the 
concurred in land value, plus an additional 
$2,325. HUD concurrence was requested 
for the increased value, making the total 
value $731,457. 


A motion was made by Mr. Jessop that 
the Redevelopment Board recommend to 
City Council the approval of the revised 
acquisition price of the Tussing Building 
Property, Pareel 8-8, Project No. 1, Mich. 
R-87, The increase in value being for the 
amount of $2,325, making the total 
acquisition price $731,457, as concurred in 
by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Urban Development. 


Supported by Mr. Fink. 


Motion carried unanimously. 


D. Report on the Eagle Restaurant Pro- 
posal to Purehase the South 80 feet of 
Parcel 12, Project No. 1, Mich. R-87. 


Since the last Board Meeting, the pro- 
posed developers of the South 80 feet of 
Parcel 12, Project No. 1, (Eagle Restaurant 
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and Lounge) have been notified in writ- 
ing of the procedures to be followed if they 
wish to proceed with their proposel. The 
letter, dated November 25, 1970 and a 
follow-up letter, dated December 14, 1970, 
to Mr. Thomas Sinas, Attorney for the De- 
velopers, was read to the Board, Also a 
resume of a telephone conversation, dated 
December 17, 1970, between Mr. Sinas and 
Mr. Zimmerman was read., .this telephone 
conversation indicated that the developer 
has been unable to finalize the financing 
and therefore he is unable to determine 
the outcome. A meeting has been scheduled 
with the Bank of Lansing and after that 
a decision will be made. 


However, in accordance with the previous 
Board recommendation that, if by January 
1, 1971 the Developers did not proceed by 
submitting construction plans and _ verifi- 
cation of financing, the present owners of 
the Eagle Restaurant and Lounge are to be 
notified of the termination of their lease. 
The Board concurred that the Notice of 
Termination of lease is to be mailed by 
January 4, 1971. 


E. Status of Project No. 2, Mich. R-144 


Mr. Zimmerman reported that since the 
last Board meeting he has attended a meet- 
ing with HUD Officials in the Detroit Area 
Office, December 4, 1970, and they informed 
him that the revised application for fund- 
ing of Project No. 2 (conventional method, 
dated May 1970), was near completion and 
would be forwarded to the Washington Of- 
fice in the near future. He was advised 
that HUD police changes which could ef- 
fect their decision are: When the Area 
Offices were established, it was reported 
that the Area Office would review the ap- 
plications and make the decisions; how- 
ever, the policy has been changed again 
and the applications are to be forwarded 
to the Washington Office, with the Area 
Office recommendation, but the final de- 
cision will be made in Washington. The 
Detroit Office commented that Lansing 
would be in competition with other Mich- 
igan cities and they would also be influenc- 
ed by the fact that Lansing’s revised re- 
quest for funds was higher than the 
previous grant reservation requested. 
If the total request is not granted, other 
measures will have to be taken...it may 
necessitate reducing the project boundaries. 


As a result of the meeting held at the 
Detroit Area Office, Mr. Zimmerman has 
met with Mr. Glenn Hilley, Chairman oi 
the Redevelopment Board; Mr Philip Gan. 
on, President of Lansing Community Col. 
lege and Mr. Albert Boyd representing 
Lansing Community College and discussec 
the matter with them. It was decided tha’ 
a letter would be written to Congressmar 
Chamberlain advising him of past exper. 
iences in Project No.2, requesting his as 
sistance to schedule a meeting with Sec. 
retary Romney of the Department of Hous. 
ing and Urban Development (hopefully, th: 
week of January 18, 1971). 


Mr Russell asked, if in addition to thi 
lack of funds, would the fact that housins 
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is not a provision for the project effect 
HUD’s decision, and Mr. Zimmerman re- 
plied that when planning funds for proj- 
ect No, 2 were approved by HUD in March 
1967, HUD had not established the require- 
ments of housing within Urban Renewal 
Projects and, since that time, HUD has not 
indicated that the lack of housing within 
Project No.2 would have a detrimental ef- 
fect on funding approval. 


Mr Zimmerman continued by stating 
that Chairman Glen Hilley had raised the 
same issue in past meetings and felt that 
it may be benefical for the Board to con- 
sider an alternate plan which would in- 
ge legate within Urban Renewal Proj- 
ect No. 2. 


Discussion followed in regard to the feasi- 
bility of housing in the Project No.2 area, 
east of the Grand River and the advis- 
biliity of housing in tht Project No. 2 area, 
was decided that this would be beneficial 
and that Mr. Fink would be the liaison rep- 
resentative of the Redevelopment Board 
and the Planning Board. 


A motion was made by Mr. Fink that 
the Director contract the Planning Depart- 
ment and request that a feasibility study 
be made by the Planning Staff to determine 
the proper land use in the existing Proj- 
ect No. 2 Area, east of the Grand River.
